Reproduced in Solid Bullion She Will Rep- 

resent Not Only the State but “The 

- Perfect Woman No Single Object 

Likely to Attract More Attention at the 

World's Fair—How the Choice Was 

Made and What Sculptor Park Says of 
His Model—Some Interesting Facts. 

What single thing on exhibition at the 
World's Columbian Exposition of 1898 will 
attract most attention and cause most com- 
ment? , 

In all probability it will be a statue in the 
Montana State Building. 

Why? There are several reasons. In the 
first place it will be the largest statue of its 
kind ever made, in that it will be eight feet 
high, including the pedestal, and of solid sil- 
ver. Though there are stories of ancient 
statues of fabulous size and value sculptors 
agree that in all probability no solid silver 
statue larger than four feet in height was ever 
made, 

The statue will also attract attention be- 
cause of its great value. The intrinsic worth 
of the silver is $35,000, and the sculptor is to 
receive $10,000 for his work. Making a rea- 
sonable estimate of the cost of making the 
statue it represents at least $50,000, aside from 

its value as a work of art. 

In brief the statue is that of a woman after 
the severely Greek style of sculpture. She 
wears asingle garment, which leaves arms, 
neck, and upper bust bare and falls just below 
the knee. A girdle about the waiat loosely 
confines the drapery. On her head is a dia- 
dem. In her left hand, which is raised above 
her head, she holds the scales, in which gold 
and silver balance each other, thus symboliz- 
ing Montana’s stand on the silver question. In 
her left hand, which falls at her side, isa 
drawn sword. She stands on a globe two feet 
in diameter, which is supposed to be floating 
in the clouds. 


Why It Will Be Attractive. 


But it is not because of its size, or because 
of its value in dollars and cents, or even be- 
cause of its artistic merit that this statue in 
the Montana Building will attract such atten. 
tion. It is because of two other reasons. 

It isthe figure of the perfect woman from 
the physica) standpoint. 5 

It is the flgure of a woman known all over 
the English-speaking world — Miss Ada Rehan. 

When Montana decided to show such a 
statue in its miumg exhibit a committee ap- 
pointed by the State came to Chicago in search 
of a sculptor and model. It found the seuiptor 
in R. H. Park, No. 18483 Michigan avenue. In 
the search for a model the committee was at 
first unsuccessful, Half a dozen prominent 
actresses of the United States were under 
consideration, but were rejected one by one. 
Finally some one suggested Miss Ada Rehan 
as a woman of rare physical perfection. Miss 
Rehan was consulted and was won to consent. 
The First National Bank of Helena, Mont., 
agreed to furnish the bullion, and the com- 
mittee after appointing representatives in 
Chicago and New York returned to Mon- 
tana. 

Of course the selection of the model leaked 
out and the news was published in TAI TM. 
ung of Sept. 20 and other Western papers. 
All Montana was indiguant—not that it loved 
Miss Rehan less but its own fair daughters 
more. The statement was not reiterated, and 
it came to be believed in Montana that Miss 
Dora Hauser, daughter of President Hauser 
of the First National Bank of Helena, was 
the model selected. Now Mr. Harvey of New 
York and Mr. Higby of Chicago, the repre- 
‘sentatives of the Montana committee, an- 
nounce that Miss Rehan ws the one selected, 
and Mr. Park confirms it. 

In fact in Mr. Park's studio stands, nearly 
completed, the working model of the silver 
statue for the Montana Building—Miss Re- 
han’s own self in clay. 


Her Figure an Ideal One. 

Not long after I had received the commis- 
sion, said Mr. Park last evening, I saw 
Miss Rehan in Philadelphia, and ar- 
ranged for sittings in New York. I 
saw her there and made all the 
measurements and drawings necessary for 
the modeling of a portrait statue. I found 

that Miss Rehan’s figure was as nearly perfect 
as an artist could desire for a model for an 
ideal figure, and I reported to Mr. Harvey 
that she filled my ideal of a well- proportioned 
woman. 

„There are probably many handsomer 
women than Miss Rehan, but her face is 
strong and full of dignity and intelligence. 
Every community doubtless has ite physically 
perfect woman, but Miss Rehan is not only 
perfect but an artist also. Her figure is se- 
verely classic, with the single exception of the 
face, which may be said to be slightly Mile- 
sian. Sheisof hereic mold. She would not 
make a correct motel for a Hebe or a Psyche, 
but rather for a Juno or a Venus.”’ 

„By what standard was Miss Rehan’s 
physical perfection determined!“ 

„% Tnere are many systems of measurements 
laid down by different artists, and they all 
vary in some details. 

“Can you give any of the measurements of 
the perfect woman as exemplified in Miss 
Rehan ?”’ 

How Measurements Are Made. 

“An artist makes his measurements in 
heads. For instance, Miss Rehan is a little 
over 7½ heads high. The average is 7. The 
Venus de Medicis is 8, but the head is very 
small. About 7 is considered the ideal meas- 
urement. The width of the shoulders in an 
ideal figure is twice the head, and the extend- 
ed arms measure the same as the height of the 
figure. In Miss Rehan these pruportions are 
exact. Miss Rehan is 5 feet 6% 
inches, but I have made my statue 
6 feet, and everything in proportion. 
Of course no artist would give the measure- 
ments of his model in feet and inches to the 
public. I cannot give you, either, the meas- 
urements of the statue, because the figure is 
not in ‘repose, and of course the drapery 
would interfere.”’ 


They Work Deliberately, Scientifically, and 
Thoroughly—Their Haul Nets $1,500 
and Several Articles of Jewelry—Ten- 
ants Talk of Suing the Landlord—Philo 
Durfee, the Notorious Crook, Under Ar- 
rest—Three Hundred Men Added to the 
Police Force—Other Robberies. 

A band of all star safe-blowers played a 
$1,700 engagement in the Equitable Buiiding, 
Dearborn and Washington streets, Thursday 
night. Their work shows that they stand at 
the head of their profession, and the oldest 
policeman on the force does not recall a 
job“ so thorough, so methodical, and so 
scientific. 

The main entrance to the Equitable Building 
is at the top of ashort flight of broad stone 
steps. Every night it is closed about 8:30 
o’clock by the janitor, who pulls down one- 
half of a gate made of thick iron bars and 
securely locks it. When he reached there yes- 
terday morning at 5:30 0’clock he found the 
gate uplifted and the luck hanging from one 
of the bars. Going inside he saw 
the doors of the offices open and 
broken, and evidence scattered all 
around to show that robbers had been at work. 
Few of the occupants of the building reach 
their offices before 8 o’clock, and being 
anxious to divulge his discovery the janitor 
rushed to police headquarters, 150 yards dis- 
tant. Detectives were soon there, went 
through the building, examined the havoc 
made among burglar-proof safes, desks, and 
papers, looked wise, told the janitor to keep 
quiet about it, and departed. 

Left Neither Trace Nor Clew. 

The thieves were so deliberate that they left 
nothing behind them to give a trace or a clew 
and their work was so scientifically done that 
they are fully qualified to be professors in a 
college of crooks and safe-blowers. The mag- 
nitude and thoroughness of the job indicate 
that they must have been several hours at it, 
but there is nothing to show that they were in 
any hurry, or bungled their work through 
fear. 

Apparently the first office entered was that 
of Chandler & Co., real estate and mortgage 
brokers, at the left of the main en- 
trance. By cutting away a portion of 
one of thedouble doors they readily forced 
the lock and gained admission. In.the rear 
of the long office are two large vaults built 
into the walis, one of them supposed to have 
been an extra secure burglar and proof 
affair. But both of them were litzle more 
than pine board cupboards to the burglars 
and their splendid kit of tools. 

These are splendid safes ia case of a fire, 
but for protection against unmolested burg- 
lars I’d just as soon have a tin box,’’ said one 
of the firm. | 

The locks of both vaults were driven in, and 
the work was so neatly done that there is not 
a scratch on either of the big doors. The 
vault in the left wall of the office is only used 
for storing away old papers and indexes, and 
the contents of that were undisturbed. The 
expert thieves saw at a glance that nothing 
could be gained by rumaging that. But in 
the other vault they left little undisturbed and 
unexamined. 

And how to get into this must have caused 
thein some thought. Their first idea was to 
take the huge door off its hinges, and with 
this purpose they cut through and removed 
the lower hinge. Then they apparently 
changed their plan and began to bore a hole 
through the steel door opposite the rear of 
the lock combinauon. They must have 
| found this rather tedious, or the door thicker 
than they expected, for after boring into it half 
aninch they gave itup. They then cut off 
the knob for the combination and, having ac- 
complished that, drove in and broke the lock, 
and swung the door open. 

Get $700 in Bills. 


In the vault isa portable electric light and 
with that they could clearly examine the con- 
tents. To break open the cash drawer must 
have been butan easy job for such experts, 
and in it they fourd $700in bills. Next they 
broke open six large tin boxes and, taking 
them outside toa desk, examined their con- 
tents thoroughly. They were filled with valu- 
able papers, but, finding in them nothing 
else, the robbers scattered the documents 
over the floor.as if disgusted. 

In the rear of the vault isa nest of two 
dozen or more private boxes, of the safety de- 
posit pattern and locking into thick steel par- 
titions. Three of those boxes they broke open, 
but finding nothing in them but private papers 
they proceeded no further there. The office 
after their departure was in a most disordered 
condition. Chairs and tables were moved 
around, desks were broken open, the floor was 
covered with documeats of all sorta, and pieces 
of the broken locks and combination knobs 
were scattered near the vaults. It is not known 
that they took anything but the money. . 

How all this thorough and extensive job was 
done without discovery is a wonder. The in- 
side of the office can be seen from the side- 
walk, and on the big windows in front there 
are no curtains nor shutters to obstruct ob- 
servation. As the big tin boxes and other 
things were taken away from the vaults for 
examination there must have been a bright 
light burning there all the time. 

Having completed their work in Chandler & 
Co.’s office the burglars ascended to the next 
floor and broke into the office of Henry W. 
Martin, real estate and investment securities. 
His safe they cracked in as neat a manner as 
the ones below, but they made no experiments 
with the hinges or in boring. There they found 
$470 in cash,a ring,a brooch, and a pair 
of earrings. The jewelry was worth $150, 

Take Mr. Hall’s “ Billy.” 

Ou the same fioor is the office of Washing- 
ton Porter, a retired capitalist and dealer in 
real estate. After forcing open his office door 
they broke into his safe and appropriated 
$201.33 which they foundin it. Some days 
ago E. P. Hall, Mr. Porter’s cashier, beeom- 
ing thoughtful over the open and reckless 
work of highwaymen and sandbaggers, con- 


escapes. 

The plundered tenants are talking of suing 
the owner of the building. They say they 
rented their offices on the guarantee 
that the building would be watched 
and protected at night. But 
there is no janitor or other person there at 
night, nor is any Pinkerton or other watch 
employed to look after it. The rents have 
been paid through Aldis, Aldis & Northcote, 
a real estate firm in the Monadnock Building. 
The possibility of such a suit was a surprise to 
that firm last night, and the absolute novelty 
of such a thiug prevented their expression of 
an opinion as to the outcome, They denied, 
however, that they were at all interested in the 
matter, although in the morning, it is claimed, 
they gave orders to repair all damages to the 
vaults and doors in the building. 

Worked in Another Building. 

When the janitor at L. Gould & Co. s wood 
and willow ware store, Nos. 42 and 44 Wabash 
avenue, opened the front door yesterday 
morning he tound the safe broken open and 
its contents scattered on the floor. The work 
had been done Thursday night, and the two 
men who are supposed to Lave done it were 
seen in the vicinity abouf 11 o’clock by 
Watchman Cuthbert of the Pinkerton patrol. 
One was a short, heavy-set man and the other 
exceedingly tall. They were seen by Cuthbert 
at Lake street and Wabash avenue. A few 
minutes later he found the door at the foot of 
the stairway at No. 23 Lake street forced 
open. He called Watchman Archer to his as- 
‘sistance, and together they proceeded to 
search the building. The door on the stair- 
way was found open and there was evidence 
of a crowbar having been used. They con- 
tinued their search throughout the five stories 
of the building, but did not discover the safe- 
blowers.

‘Disregard the Ordinance. 

About half of the saloons on the West Side, 
particularly in the Twenty-seventh Police 
Precinct, can be found open at all hours. The 
places on West Madison street are numerous. 
Places on Lake, Canal, Desplaines, and Clin- 
ton s are the most popular resorts of 
bac characters. The following were found 
open after midnight: 

A. F. Botto, No. 331 West Madison street— 
This place is in a bad locality and the proprietor 
finds it profitable to remain open after midnight. 
The visitors are numerous, but do not hang 
about the place a great while. 

M. ©. Conlon, No. 23 Desplaines street—The 
popularity of this place doesn’t cease at midnight. 
Itis just acrossan alley from the Desplaines 
Street Police Station. The blinds are drawn 
soon after 12, but there are men inside long after 
that hour. . 

Commercial Exchange, No. 269 West Madison 
street—This place is generally not liberally 
patronized after midnight. It is comfortable, 
and on cold nights, however, late loungers are 
numerous. 

The Club, No, 304 West Madison street—Club- 
men are night owls often, and this saloon holds 
itself in readiness to entertain clubmen or other 
men at almost any hour in the night. It is not 
frequented by a bad class. 

Exchange, No. 151 West Madison street—The 
name of this saloon is not as prominent on the 
Outside as some special beer signs, but some peo- 
ple call it the Exchange, though the owner 
doesn't.

Noted Crook and Ex-Convict Captured 
While Burglarising a Saloon. 

Philo Durfee, a crook with a record any 
lawbreaker might be proud of, tried to turn 
a trickx early yesterday morning which re- 
sulted in his arrest. Robert Stack sleeps 
over the saloon No. 367 West Indiana street. 
Between 1 and 20’clock he heard a noise down- 
stairs, and, revolver in hand, started to in- 
vestigate. He saw a man behind the bar 
standing over the cash drawer. Upon seeing 
Stack the thief started toward the front door, 
but was stopped by a shot which the saloon- 
keeper fired. The bullet crashed through the 
heavy plateglass window, and the noise 80 
frightened the thief that he jumped over the 
bar and hid himself under à shelf. 

Officers ~Hanrahan, Fitzpatrick, Singeon, 
Fitzgerald, and Murray heard the shot and 
hurried to the saloon. The man was captured 
and taken to the station, where he gave the 
name of Charles Harringtot, As soon as Capt. 
Kipley saw him he recognized him as Dur- 
tee. I guess you've got me all right 
this time,” the latter remarked as -he 
sat down in the Captain's office to tell his 
story. 

Some of Mr. Stack’s money was found in 
Durfee’s possession, two $5.bills having been 
carefully concealed in his coat sleeve. Letters 
addressed to Charles Harrington, No. 434 
West Erie street,” ere als found in his pock- 
ets and a sachel containigg stolen property 
was recovered in his room. This contained 
some jewelry and clothing taken from the Ba- 
zear end Fair, a on West Chi- 
cago avenue, which was red by burglars a 
week ago. There was also a box of cartridges 
stolen from Charles QOllendorf’s hardware 
store, No. 387 West Indiana street. The place 
was entered Wednesday night, a rear door be- 
ing pried from its hinges.

Durfee is 47 years old, and has been in the 
Michigan, Ohio, and Iowa State prisons.

He was brought back 
here July 4 last by Officer Andy Rohan to 
answer to the charge of shooting Officer 
Dudley, but was released on bail.

There is considerable disparity between the 

time kept by North Side saloons and other 
places of business. The clocks in nearly all of 
them run many minutes slower than store, 
office,.or public timepieces. But the all-night 
saloons on the North Side are not numerous. 
Along North Clark, North Wells, and North 
State streets, just acrosa the river, no diffi- 
culty is experienced in securing adrink at any 
hour of the night, but after passing north of 
Chicago avenue chances of obtaining a drink 
during the proscribed hours are few and far 
between. 
The habitués of North Side all-night saloons 
are as a rule as orderly as men who stay up 
all night drinkmg beer and smokiug cheap 
cigars can well be. Inspector Schaack and his 
men have the advantage of the practical ab- 
sence of tough dives, and therefore the tough 
all-night element seeks other quarters. Many 
North Side saloon doors are locked at 11, 12, 
or 1 o’clock through sheer lack of business. 

A trip through the North Side showed the 
following, selected at random: 

Jacob Scherer, No. 15 North Clark street—A 
basement saloon. This place is operated on the 
„% never sleep” plan ald no effort is made to 
conceal that fact. 

Lyons Bros., southeast corner of Clark and 
Kinzie streets—Shortly after midnight each night 
the front and side doors of this saloon are closed 
and locked. But this is only for the sake of ap- 
pearances. A stranger trying the door and turn- 
ing away will be inform by some accommo- 
dating man on the sidew that “it’s all right, 
just rattle the latch.’’ This suggestion carries 
succéss with it, and on the inside are nightly a 
crowd, principally composed of young men and 
boys, playing cards and drinking beer. 

D. C. Driscoll, northwesc corner Clark and Kin- 
zie streets—At this saloon little effort is made to 
conceal the fact that the bartender 
is ready for business at any i. hour. 
The curtains are drawn, but both front 
and back doors afford uninterrupted ingress and 
egress.

Grand Palace. Hotel—Hotels are permitted un- 
der the law to serve liquors to guests in their 
rooms, but at this hotel the bar makes no dis- 
tinction between guests and the general public.

Dr. Norvin Green, President of the Western 
Union company, who for many years has 
been connected with the Gould telegraph 
interests, said that in 1881 Mr, Gould held 
$30,000,000 stock of the company, which was 
then capitalized at $80,000,000. Five years 
ago his holdings were reduced, but he still 
retained a large amount, which Dr. Green put 
at $20,000,000. Of his Western Union, Mis- 
souri Pavific, and Manhattan Elevated hold- 
ings Dri Green added:

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EFFECT OF THE NEWS ON THE STREET. 


Brokers Were Nervous but Prices Re- 
bounded from a Slight Decline, 

New York, Dec. 2.—(Speciai.]—It was 
known in leading Wall street circles since last 
Saturday that Jay Gould’s life was ebbing 
away and that the chances were he would not 
live another week. This knowledge and the 
unsettling effect of premature rumors of his 
death during the week caused a feeling of re- 
lief among his associates when the end came 
at last. The larger operators who were inter- 
ested in Gould properties knowing his condi- 
tion had full opportunity to liquidate in ad- 
vance, and many of them took advantage of 
this opportunity, 60 that when his death was 
announced they were in a position to 
come into the market as buyers. The news 
was on Wall street fully half an hour before 
the Stock Exchange opened, and a larger 
number of brokers than usual were gathered 
there to watch its effect and discuss its prob- 
able consequences. Many of them were inter- 
ested in various securities which Gould con- 
trolled, and others were somewhat anxious 
about various stocks which they had on mar- 

ins and on which, in many cases, stop orders 
ad been placed. 

‘here was momentary excitement at the 
opening, and at one time it was ap- 
parent that a host of timid  brok. 
ers were ready for a stampede, 
The most excitement was shown in Missouri 
Pacific, which was regarded as the most vul- 
nerable of the Gould stocks. The stock closed 
last night at 55%, and the first bid made for 
500 snares was at 54. This was sold at once 
by a commiasion broker, but at the same time 
an offer of stock at 55 was taken, and the first 
seller wanted to cancel his transaction, but 
was not allowed to do so, and his sale made 
the extreme decline recorded at the opening. 
In the other Gould stocks there were large 
crowds of brokers, but few transactions were 
made, and the decline in Wabash and Western 
Union was of only M per cent.

THE STORY OF BLACK FRIDAY, 


How Gould Tried to Force Gold Up to 
200—Grant Foiled the Clique. 

New York, Dec. 2.—[{Special. }—One of the 
most exciting as well as interesting chapters 
in the life of Jay Gould was his connection 
with the conspiracy to raise the price of gold 
and the disastrous panie which occurred 
Friday, Sept. 29, 1869, and since known as 
Black Friday.” 

In March, 1869, gold was “down” to 131. 
Gould purchased $7,000,000, and then by 
adroitly playing on the market’s iread of 
Cuban insurrections, the Alabama trouble, 
and European coimpheations, rushed the price 
up to 145. The enormous success of this 
move emboldened him, who was daring 
enough already, and he perfected by quiet 
study a project that shook the tinancial center 
of the nation. He determined to send gold up 
to 200. Kxternally there was no reason for a 
rise. Peace reigned everywhere, the — 
crops were enormous, the war debt was rapid- 
ly diminishing, and Cuba was in no waya 
serious element. A more unpropitious time it 
would seem could not vo n chosen. 
Gould’s plan was to buy up all the floating 
gold from the market and prevent the govern- 
ment from selling gold asa relief. The first 
part was easily done. A ctique headed by 
Gould purchased heavily, and nothing but the 
assistance afforded by the ey | government 
sales and the banks outside of New York pre- 
vented a panic early in September, but how 
to — the gold in the United States Treas- 
ury was another matter.

Gould’s wily sales of gold at the 
time his agents were forcing up the price net- 
ted him immense sums. Others who had 
layed settlements in the hope of greater real- 
ization were forced to take the gold which 
was then selling at from 3 to 7 per cent be- 
low the price at which they bought. Gould’s 
lucky star was in the ascendant, and although 
some of those who operated with him lost 
their all he was credited with an increase of 
half his former fortune.

Obadiah Sands, an old and wealthy resident 
of Chicago, was declared insane by a jury in 
Judge Scales’ court yesterday afternoon. 

On one side of a table in the cuourt-room sat 
Mr. Sands with his old friend and attorney, 
D. G. Lyman, and on the other was his wife, 
daughter, son. brother-in-law, and other mein- 
bers of his family. While the testimony was 

wen Mrs. Sands wept bitterly, and when the 
verdict was returned she threw herself on her 
husband’s neck in a fit of weepimg. It ap- 

that Mr. Sands has been insane for 
over a year and that the lives of 
his wife and family have during 
that time been constantly in danger. 

For months Mrs. Sands ran the risk of her 

life in hopes that her husband would recover 

from his malady. On the contrary, his condi- 


tion grew worse and the safety of his family 


made it imperative that steps be taken for his 
confinement in an asylumi. Accordingly Mrs. 
Sands swore out a warrant for her husband’s 
arrest. It was served at his home, No. 511 
Jackson boulevard, Thursday afternoon. 
Shortly before 3 o’clock Judge Scales im- 
paneled a jury to try the case. Dr. W. F. 
Knowles of No. 720 Washington boulevard 
was the only witness. — 

In the early part of 1891, said the physi- 
tian, Mr. Sands came to me suffering from 
an acute stomach trouble. I treated him, 
and noticed that he was in an acute mental 
condition. He was also suffering from in- 
somnia. I at first considered him a brilliant 
man, but soon found out that he was suffer- 

from a mental disorder.

The insane man is a millionaire. Fora 
number of years he has been engaged in the 
creamery business, owning several iarge 
creameries throughout the State. He is also 
President of the Elgin Creamery company, 
with offices in the Ashland Block. In the days 
before the fi r. Sands was proprietor of 
the old Sands House.

Schmidinger said he had recently 
visited the prisoners; that Neebe 
and Schwab had asked that efforts 
be also made to secure the release of Hronek 
because he was suffering from consumption 
and they did not believe he could live much 
longer in confinement. A general meeting of 
all the committees and delegates who com- 
pose the Amnesty Association will be called 
at an early date and the work of securing sig- 
natures will be pushed to completion.

THE OUTCOME OF THE NICARAGUA CA- 
NAL CONVENTION. 

The Nicaragua Canal convention at New 
Orleans has adjourned. The outcome of its 
deliberations is the passage of a concise and 
vigorous resolution calling upon Congress to 
give such aid as will insure the speedy com- 
pletion of the great work. The preamble to 
the resolutions set forth the reasons why Cou- 
gress should not hesitate to carry out the 
policy urged by the national conventions of 
both the old parties and emphasized by the 
personal recommendations of President Har- 
rison and President-elect Cleveland. These 
reasons in substance are that the distance by 
water from the Atlantic to tne Pacific side of 
the country 1s more than 15,000 miles, and 
that the construction of the canal will shorten 
the water route 10,000 miles; that the Pacific 
States and Territories are now more remote 
from the Atlantic seaboard and the older and 
more populous parts of our country than is 
Europe“; that it will encourage closer rela- 
tions with Central and South American coun- 
tries and reduce the coste of transportation 
and freight, east and west, more than one- 
half; that it will be a grent measure of na- 
tional defense; that it will enlarge our mar- 
kets and increase our wealth by shortening 
distance and cheapening the price of trans- 
portation} and, finally, that it would be both 
unwise and unpatriotic for this great republic 
to peaceably and quietly permit any foreign 
power to either open for itself the gates of 
American commerce or close these gates upon 
us; hence the American people should build 
the canal and control it when built.” From 
the standpoint of these all-sufficient reasons 
the convention passed the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, 1. Thatitis the paramount: duty of 
this government to aid in the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal. 2. That this convention re- 
spectfully urges the Congress of the United States 
to take such steps and give such fihancial aid as 
will insure the speedy completion of said canal at 
the minimum cost thereof, taking proper security 
for any credit pledged or money advanced for this 
purpose and retaining such control and super- 
vision of the same as will insure the peaceful use 
of this great enterprise tothe commerce of the 
world and at the lowest possible rates. 

This resolution will goto Congress for the first 
time with national indorsement. The conven- 
tions held before have bees local in their char- 
acter and have represented the sentiment only 
of a State or of a city deeply interested in the 
commercial] necessity for the project. In this 
convention twenty-eight States have spoken 
through the votes of their prominent mer- 
chants and commercial men. The resolution 
carries with it an authority and dignity which 
entitle it to serious consideration at the hands 
of Congress. It would hade dune so even if 
both the old political parties in national con- 
vention assembled had not substantially made 
the same recommendation. 

A billembodying the p 
in the resolution already a It was 
introduced by Senator Morgan of: Alabama 
and reported by Senator Sherman of the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs. The leading 
provisions of this bill will satisfy the requests 
made in the resolution. It provides that cap- 
ital stock may be issued to the amount of 
$100,000,000, which shall be guaranteed by the 
United States, the bonds to bear interest at 
the rate of 3 per cent. Seventy million dol- 
lars’ worth of these shares will be held as se- 
curity for any obligations the government 
may assume under its guaranty, and the Sec. 
retary of the Treasury will have the privilege 
of voting on the stock, The government, it 
will be seen, assumes no risks. It will be 
amply secured. it will have control. The 
bill ought to be passed at once. Both parties 
have demanded it. If there be any virtue in 
platforms nine-tenths of the people ot the 
United States voted in favor of the canal on 
the 8th ult. The President in his forthcom- 
ing message, it is stated, will urge the neces- 
sity of completing the canal. Should the 
Democrats control the Senate Mr. Morgan 
will be Chairman of the Foreign Affairs com- 
mittee and thus will be in a still more ad- 
vantageous position for helping the bill, 
Every consideration of commercial and finan- 
cial necessity as well as every consideration 
of patriotism and national pride calls for the 
completion of this work by the people of the 
United States and its subsequent control by 

their governinent. Such an outcome would 
be an emphatic declaration of the Monroe 
doctrine and would be tantamount to a vigor- 
ous annquncement on the part of the govern- 
ment that it will-not tolerate any foreign in- 
fluence on American soil or any effort on the 
part of France, England, or any other power 
to interfere with the extension of our trade 
relations with Central and South America. 


DEATH OF JAY GOULD. 

Jay Gould is dead. The great multi-mill- 
ionaire is no more. The richest man prob- 
ably on the face of the earth at the close of last 
month, and but recently one of the most power- 
ful for good or evil, is now only a common 
piece of clay, such as the remains of 
ordinary mortals are made of.

The “ Wizard” of Wall street may be 
missed, bat his absence will not be lamented, 
in the business world, at least. He could not 
have had many reai friends outside of his own 
family circle, to which he was devotedly at- 
tached, for his grasping desire for wealth 
made him utterly regardleas of the welfare of 
those with whom he associated in business. 
He exercised no discrimination in that par- 
ticular. All was fish that came to his net. 
He looked upon humanity as if it were an 
aggregation of sponges, and whenever he found 
one or a company that he thought contained 
enough moisture to make it worth bis while to 
‘squeeze, thenceforth the squeezing process 
began. It was as merciless as the grip of the 
grim monster death, and almost as sure. 

ay Gould did little good in the world. His 
immense wealth was accumulated by a smarter 
intelligence than that of other operators and by 
a leech-like fastening upon anything ana every- 
thing that came within his reach. If he orig- 
inated anything for the benefit of his fellow- 
men it is not yet apparent. He built up no 
railroad systems, except on paper. His mis- 
sion was to wreck them by the process of in- 
flation to the bursting point. His connection 
with Erie, Wabash, and the Pacifics was one 
of Cisaster to others and protit to himself. 
The same inflation tactics followed close upon 
his getting hold of the Western Union ‘Tel- 


egraph company. He was a systematic cor- 


nerer at every opportunity, from the tannery 
to the stock exchange, both inclusive, with a 
long list of intermediate stations. And when 
he could not corner a profit by making secur- 
ities for a property artificial) y scarce he worked 
in the opposite direction by emitting them in 
such profusion as to break down values in the 


pposition of the I hands of original holders. He never created 


anything except shares and bonds, and those | 
so plentifully as at times to amount to an in- 
undation. He aimed not to increase the real 
value of any single thing he took hold of. He 


was simply a gigantic financial octopus, and 


woe to everything on which his tentacles fas- 
tened was the rule during the whole of his 
business ” career. He never let go till noth- 
ing was to be gained by longer adhéson. 
Unlike many other great absorbers, he re- 
tained to the last every dollar. One may look 
in vain for his name on the list of donors to 
funds for the building of universities, hos- 
pitais, or monuments. 

In one particular Jay Gould’s memory is 
entitied to respect. He was the reverse of an 
immoral man, in the ordinary sense of the 
term. So far as known he was continent, and 
a model of abstemiousness both in food and 
drink, and he was deeply attached to his 
family. It is eminently proper that as far as 
possible one should say nothing but good 
of the dead. Yet there are exceptions, 
and the demise of Jay Gould is one of 
them. He did little to commend himself to 
the love of his fellow-mortals, and is all the 
more culpable as he had opportunities there- 
for which have been enjoyed by few if any. 
He might have built up for himself a name 
that would live through the ages as a great 
public benefactor. Instead of that his rec- 
ord, so long as it survives him, will be that of 
a wrecker who built up a colossal fortune out 
of the wrecking of thousands, It is to be 
regretted that his methode could not perish 
with him. It would be better for the business 
of the country. From the mere point of view 
of financial ability he towered above all those 
who came in contact with him, and to this ex- 
tent he was the most conspicuous figure in the 
world of American business. Asan accumu- 
lator of great wealth, starting with nothing 
and inheriting nothing, he was well nigh ex- 
ceptional, and to that extent he was a great 
man, but the methods by which he accumu- 
lated that wealth are not to be commended 
nor is that kind of greatness the highest aim 
that can actuate a young man setting out for 
himself in life. 


THE VOTE ON THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT. 

The official canvass of the vote of Illinois 
shows that the total number of votes cast for 
President was 873,646. There were cast for 
the constitutional amendment to allow two 
amendments to be submitted at the same 
time 84,645 votes, and against it 93,420, so 
that only 178,065 electors, or a little over one- 
fifth of the total number, took the trouble to 
mark their tickets. These figures show that 
no constitutional amendment, no matter how 
desirable it may be, has the slightest chance, 
of success, especially in a Presidential year, 
when the ticket is the longest. Consequently 
the next General Assembly ought to amend 
that provision of the Australian law which re- 
lates to the submission of constitutional or 
other questions. Probably the best thing to do 
would be to order that each of them be print 
ed on a separate piece of paper. Had that 
been the rule at the last election there would 
have been handed to each voter the large bal- 
lot with the names of the candidates on it and 
asmall.one, giving the substance of the pro- 
posed amendinent. Then every voter would 
have made either a yes or a no mark 
on the latter. 

There is another lesson to be drawn from 
this vote. It is that the people of Illinois are 
in no haste to rip up their Constitution, and 
have no sympathy with the complaints made 
from time to time to the effect that it is anti- 
quated and cumbersome. Although there were 
sound reasons why the defeated amendment 
should have been adopted, it had more posi- 
tive enemies than it had active friends. Of 
those who did not mark their ballots at ail, a 
eertain proportion would have marked them 
in the negative had the amendment been 
brought directly to their attention by being 
printed on a separate piece of paper. While 
nearly all the newspapers called the attention 
of the voters to the amendment and explained 
to them that not to vote at all was to vote 
against it, yet it got only the beggarly vote of 
less than one-tenth of the electors. 

The conclusion to be drawn from this is that 
if a proposition for a constitutional convention 
were submitted, or an amendment looking to 
the removal of obstacles which tne Constitu- 
tion places in the way of special legislation, 
blanket. mortgages, and high taxing for the 
benefit of corporations, speculators, and office- 
holders, a majority of the voters of the State 
would cast their ballots directly in the nega- 
tive. Gentlemen contemplating extensive 
constitutional reforms should take notice of 
these facts. 


CLEAN STREETS AND A HIGHER LICENSE 
TAX. 

The announcement is made that the appro- 
priation for street cleaning is exhausted, that 
the Mayor will ask the Council Monday to ap- 
propriate more money to do the necessary 
cleaning during December, and that if it fails 
to do so seventy men now beimg paid on the 
assumption that they are cleaning the streets 
will be discharged and the filth allowed to ac- 
cumulate from now till spring. If the streets 
were singularly dirty last month when a por- 
tion of the appropriation was still unexpended, - 
how dirty will they be when nothmg is done 
to keep them in condition? 

It is quite likely that the Council will make 
the appropriation, because if it does not sev- 
enty *“‘constituents’’ will be discharged. That 
is against all “Aldermanic rules. Whatever 
happens there must be no shrinkage of the 
pay-rolls. So, doubtless, enough will be voted 
to pay the wages of these men. But as the 
city is by no means flush with money the ex- 
tra sum allowed for street cleaning will have 
to be diverted from some other purpose which 
may be quite as necessary. The Aldermen 
may think it better to take money which 
might be used for the building of a garbage 
crematory, a job which would not put many 
nameson the pay-roll, and use it for street 
clearing in order to keep seventy men on the 
rolls. 

A decent Council would not hesitate a mo- 
ment when confronted with a state of affairs 
such as exists at present. It would not rob 
Peter to pay Paul, but it would raise more 
money by the simple, sure expedient of in- 
creasing the liquor licenses. It would call on 
the saloonkeepers to pay a thousand dollars a 
year instead of five hundred, and the cash 
would begin roliing into the Treasury speedily. 

The Aldermen will not do that, however. 
They are asked for money to clean the streets, 
to provide against an outbreak of cholera in 
the spring, and to carry out other necessary 
sanitary measures. They would rather leave 
those things uncared for than lay a finger on 
those whom they look on as the Lord's 


anointed—the saloonkeepers. They know that 


the city will be worse off for money next year 
than during the one now drawing fo an end. 
They know the assessment is smaller and 
that the 2 per cent will produce less. And yet 
they would rather plunge the city into embar- 
rassments during the World's Fair year than 
incur the wrath; of their bosses, the saloon- 
keepers. Half of the Aldermen go out next 
spring, and nearly all of them wish to be re-

are but 7,000 saloons, which do not cast

prominent railroad officials on the proposed 
government ownership of railroads in the 
United States. The subject is one that 
has recently been pressed for consideration 
and much interest should attach to the ex- 
pressions of experts concerning it. The 
three gentlemen who have responded to the 
invitation of the Los Angeles Hwxpress are 
agreed on éne point: that for the government 
to own and operate the railroads would cost 
the people more than does the present ar- 
rangement, and that it would be attended by 
other disadvantages as well as dangers 
which should be well regarded by those who 
think they desire a change. 

The question of paying for the property is 
not handled in the interviews, but is à grave 
one. It would cost fully four billions of dol- 
lars to buy up all the roads in the country, and 
probably. half that to purchase the trunk in- 
ter-State lines, The right to possess the prop- 
erty could only be obtained by issuing bonds 
for that amount, worth par, say four-per-cents, 
having forty years to run. Three-per-cents 
would not sell at par to the vast amount of 
four billions, still less to the extent far greater 
than that which might be required to pur- 
chase the property. That is at least 160 
millions, to be provided for annually in the 
shape of interest, with no reduction of the 
principal or reference to the cost of renewals 
and repairs; and this vast sum must be paid 
by the people, whether the money were earned 
or not. It would be a’standing obligation. 

Then there would be the grave difficulty of 
preventing an enormous system of patronage, 
not only rendering the administration of the 
lines inefficient but corrupting all other de- 
partments. The million or more of railroad 
employés would be able to perpetuate the 
party in power from one term to another, un- 
less they were disfranchised, as are the soldiers 
of the regular army. They ought to be en- 
listed men, dropping their rights to vote for 
President or Congressmen, while retaining 
that to vote for local officers. Otherwise they 
could not only keep a party in power, but 
push up their own wages so high as to absorb 
al! the income of the lines and leave the tax- 
payers to meet the interest on the four to six 
billions ot bonded indebtedness. Demagogues 
seeking officé and seats in Congress would cater 
to this yoting influence, currying favor with the 
vast army of railway employés that they 
might rob and pillage the Nation for the pe- 
cuniary gain of both. In addition to this ex- 
clusion of the employés from the polls the 
Presidential term should be extended to “ six 
years and out.“ There should be no reélec- 
tion of President, else he would have a strong 
temptation to play the demagogue to get the 
railroad influence clustering around the em- 
ployés if they were not allowed to vote them- 
selves. Without this provision the Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the Nation could hardly resist the 
rascally demagogues who would seek to get 
at pickings out of the spoil. 

Another grave consideration is the effect of 
a new system of charges on the commerce and 
manufactures of the country. The tendency 
under government ownership and control 
would be to the postoffice plan of uniform 
rates of freight and fare, irrespective of the 
distance, making the profits on the short hauls 
pay the losses on the long hauls. What effect 
would the adoption of that plan have on exist- 
ing cities? Would it not help the villages to 
the destruction of the cities? If all the freight 
between the Rocky Mountains and the Alle- 
ghanies were carried at exactly the same rate, 
say 10 cents per 100 pounds, and the same 
10 cents per cental were charged for 
all short hauls within those limits, 
the village of 100 families would be 
built up to 200 or 300 families, and 
stop there, while the cities would be wilted 
and shriveled up to nothingness. There must 
be an utter destruction of lake commerce be- 
cause it would never do to allow points con- 
nected by water to be served more cheaply 
than by rail. The intervening people who 
were discriminated against would raise a big 
howl about that and demand to have it stopped 
right away. The manufacturing centers would 
be closed up because it would be just as cheap 
to manufacture iron and steel, to pack pork 


weave it into fabrics at one place as another, 
and everything would be leveled down to the 
plane of village life. Congress might not 
thus enact at the first session after decreeing 
government ownership for the railroads, but 
the tendency in that direction would be as re- 
sistless as is the flow of the Mississippi River 
towards the Gulf of Mexico. Probably the 
first step in the direction of equality would be 
the fixing of zones of 100 miles in breadth, 
afterwards increasing to 300, then 500, and 
subsequently 1,000 or even 2,000 miles, the dis- 
tance inside of which the same freight charges 
should be made for each ton or cental. Un- 
doubtedly the farmers and the residents in the 
villages would all clamor for this, and urge it 
so strongly and persistently on Congress that 
the inhabitants of the decaying cities would 
be powerless to prevent it. Would such a rev- 
olution be to the advantage of the American 
people as a whole? Would they not groan 
under the new despotism of the railroad in- 
terest as insufferably greater than that from 
which they had tried to escape?

THE COUNCIL AND THE RAILROADS, 

The citizens of the Thirtieth Ward are de- 
manding the construction of a viaduct over 
the Fort Wayne tracks at Fifty-first street. 
There is much travel along the street, which 
is crossed at the point in question by a multi- 
plicity of tracks. The railroad, it is under- 
stood, is ready to build a viaduct, but the city 
will not act, and until it does the road van do 
nothing. In the meanwhile the road is laying 
several more tracks at this point, thus adding 
to the already great perils to life and limb 
connected with the use of Fifty-first street, 
which is the only unblocked thoroughfare be- 
tween Forty-seventh and Fifty-third streets. 

What is true of this crossing is true of other 
—that the dapger to life is increasing steadily. 
There are more people and more trains, The 
municipal government, however, is doing 
nothing. It will not force the roads to elevate 
their tracks, and it refuses to let them build 
viaducts even when they are ready to do so, 
It adheres to a policy of deadly inactivity 
which is almost daily costing from one to two 
Chicagoans their lives. If it is the determma- 
tion of the Council, which is supreme in this 
matter, that the railroads should elevate their 
tracks, then it is right that no more viaducts 
should be erected. But as the actual eleva- 
tion of the tracks will probably be preceded 
by much litigation, in whieh the last word 
will be said by the United States Supreme 
Court, the Council ought to order track eleva- 
tion at once if it really means that there shall 
be no surface steam roads. 

If the tracks are not to be elevated then the 
construction of viaducts should be pushed for 
the humane object of saving the lives of the 
people, if for no other reason. The Council 
should do either one thmg or the other and 
abandon its fatal policy of domg nothing. 
Although the Aldermen read daily in the 
papers of deaths at street crossings they remain 
| lethargic, as if the roads had them in their

ages at viaducts. There is no doubt that that 
decision would be in favor of the city. The 
railroads so belicve and hence they do not 
press the matter. Nive years ago the city 
started to get up a test-case, but nothing has 
been done since. The papers ate tucked 
away out of reach somewhere. In the mean- 
while judgments have been obtained against 
the city to the amount of half a million for 
land damages at viaducts, and the municipal- 
ity is paying the interest on that sum. It has 
not the money with which to pay the princi- 
pal. Why are not these cases taken to the Su- 
preme Court and the city relieved from this 
indebtedness? While money is lacking for 
sanitary purposes the city is paying interest 
on judgments which should have been set 
aside long ago. 

The city cannot afford to delay the settle- 
ment of its railroad problem any longer. 


A number of the Republican Senators have 
announced that the Committee on Finance 
will not report back the small tariff bills 
which the House passed at the last session. 
They provide for the removal of the duties on 
binding twine, cotton ties, and wool, and for 
the reduction of the duties on woolen goods. 
These Republican Senators say that there are 
two reasons why they are unwilling to let those 
bills pass. One of them is that their effect 
would be to reduce the revenue at a time when, 
according to the Democrats, the government 
is on the verge of bankruptcy. The other is 
that their opinion as to the impolicy of those 
bills, looking at them from their protection 
standpoint, has not been affected in the least 
by the recent election, While admitting that 
a majority of the people have voted that they 
believe those bills are right, they do not see 
why they should renounce their own convic- 
tions for that reason. So the probabilities are 
that none of Mr. Springer’s popgun measures 
will get through. ; 

That should not discourage the latter, how- 
ever. It should got prevent his putting 
through the House and sending to the Senate 
a bill for the repeal of the sugar bounties. 
There are several Republican Senators who 
would be willing to vote in the affirmative on 
such a bill, which would save the government 
about eight million dollars, and which would 
eliminate what has always been admitted to 
be one of the moat indefensible features of the 
present tariff law. Republican Senators who 
might believe that a duty on mixing wool 
should be retained would not be in favor of 
continuing the payment of bounties to Louis- 
iana sugar-growers. 

Yet it is not likely that Mr. Springer will 
trouble himself about the matter, for he knows 
that his colleagues would not allow a bill to 
pass which affected their Democratic friends 
in Louisiana. They must not be harmed. 
Hence the Democrats will let the sugar boun- 
ties stand till they restore the duty on raw 
sugar. Then the Louisiana planters will have 
the same kind of protection they had prior to 
the passage of the tariff act of 1890. No South- 
ern interest will be allowed to suffer by the 
reinodeling of the tariff. 


Taz New York Bulletin seems to regard as 
an insult to Americans the proposition by 
Alfred de Rothschild, submitted to the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference, and which now 
appears to have been tabled in committee. It 
holds that the amount named to be purchased 
by all the European powers is so small that it 
is a palliative ridiculous for its pettiness and 
utter impotence.“ and gives the world to un- 
derstand plainly that such is the measure of 
what England is diaposed to do towards avert- 
ing a catastrophe which Mr. Rothschild him- 
self calls a fall in silver frightful to contem- 
plate and a panie of which it is impossible to 
foretell the wide- spreading results. It thinks 
it probable that all hope may now be aban- 
doned of any valuable result coming from the 
conference, and that it will not leave 
behind a rag of raw material out of which 
subsequent diplomacy may work up some 
sort of an agreement with regard to silver. 
The Bulletin expresses the conviction that 
without a system of international bimetallism 
the United States will never maintain any free 
use of silver as legal tender money. This de- 
duction is all right in regard to the use of sil- 
ver on an artificial basis. But it is not neces- 
sarily applicable to a free use of silver in the 
United States on its real merits. And why 
should it be employed on any other basis? 
The world long since was convinced that sil- 
ver is produced in large quantities ata vastly 
lower cost than it used to be, and the silver 
miners furnish proof of this by their anxiety 
to sell it at the much lower prices, their offer- 
ings not being limited to past production, but 
consisting of silver freshly mined in ever in- 
creasing quantities. The commercial value 
of silver is pretty well established, and there 
is no more reason for rating it at an artificial 
altitude far above that value than there is of 
insisting that the wheat of the Northwest is 
worth $2 per bushel. 


Mr. Go.tpzizgr, who will represent the North 
Side in the next Congress, says: I strongly 
favor a special session and the modification of 
the McKinley bill on the basis of a tariff for 
revenue.“ This Chicago Democrat is in favor 
of keeping the pledges he made to his con- 
stituents, and of doing so as soon as possible. 
He is not, like Mr, McGann, desirous that the 
people should wait a year for their cheap for- 
eign goods which are to take the place of the 
home-made ones for which, according to the 
Democrats, they have been paying exorbi- 
tant prices to American manufacturers and ar- 
tificial wages to American workingmen.

JUDGE BLODGETT OFF FOR WASHINGTON.

I shall spend the 
whole month in Washington attending to the 
work of the Bering Sea commission. The 
Tribune does not meet before March. After 
that we are all expected to go abroad. It is 
impossible to predict how long the commis- 
sion will remain in existence.”’

Amendments to the Speech from the Throne 
Now Ready—They Will Be Proposed at 
the Opening of Parliament—The Eviet- 
ed Tenants’ Commission, Agricultural 
Ristricts, and Uganda Policy the Potuts 
Assailed—Liberals Find Great Difficulty 
in Arranging Pairs—Budget Prospects.

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—Although the opening of 

Parliament is still eight weeks distant the 

Conservative party is already on the scene 

with three amendments to the address in re- 

ply to the speech from the throne. One 
amendment attacks the Irish Evicted Ten- 
ants’ Commission; another relates to the dis- 
tress of the agricultural classes; and the third 
relates to the wavering policy of the govern- 
ment with regard to Uganda. Besides these 
there are other amendments under discussion. 
Although the general run of the amendments 
must depend upon the announcements made 
in the Queen’s speech, it is evident 
that these will prolong the discussion on the 
address, thus obstructing the work of Parlia- 
ment, and that the object is to test the 
strength of the government. A prominent 

Liberal member of Parliament said today: 

“We expect the warmest time any Parlia- 

ment has seen since the discussion of the re- 

form bill of 1832.” 

What threatens to make matters worse for 
members personally is the fact that the rela- 
tions between the parties are so embittered 


that the party “whips” decline to try | 


to arrange pairs. In the last Parlia- 


ment the Gladstonians refused to 
pair with Liberal Unionists, but 
they assented to arrangements with Conserva- 
tives. Now the Liberal whips find that neither 
section of this opposition will pair with Lib- 
erals. The result will be that every member 
will be kept in constant attendance in the 

ouse of Commons for fear the government’s 
narrow majority may be submerged by some 
snatch vote. . 

Must Attend All Sessions.

The opponents of Mr. de Rothschild’s plan 
argued that natural economic laws must 
sooner or later exert themselves over any ex- 
periment to artificially enhance the value 
of silver. The supporters of the De 
Rothschild plan conceded that it 
would be dangerous only in 
case no limit was fixed to the period and ex- 
tent of the engagement taken, but they main- 
tained that the moral effect of concerted ac- 
tion for five years, and thecertainty that 
America, Mexico, and India would be faithful 
to the present line of conduct ought also to 
be considered as having a greater effect 
towards securing a (fixity of price 
than would the quantity of metal 
Europe would absorb.

MGR, IRELAND TO BE CARDINAL, 


Renewed Talk at the Vatican of His Prob- 
able Early Elevation.

— The excitement 
caused by the appointment, some would say 
exile, of Cardinal Serafino Vanutelli to the 
Diocese of Bologna has not yet subsided. 
Much irritation is still felt in the 
camp of non-liberal Catholics. If they looked 
back to the earlier life of Leo XIII. they 
might find consolation for what certainly 
looks like a rebuke to the ex-Nuncio. They 
would see that the temporary banishment of 
Cardinal Pecci to Perugia is far from 
harming him, but has promoted his fortune. 
It would be bad taste to push the parallel 
too far, perhaps, for happily there seems no 
urgent need to discuss the commg conclave. 
The Pope, though rather weak, is in no 
danger. Speculation as to his successor 
would be premature. There have been 
rumore more than once of late in Rome 
that Mgr. Ireland will ere long receive the 
Cardinal’s hat. Mgr. Ireland has earned the 
esteem of the Pontiff. When the Archbishop 
was being so much talked about in Paris his 


Holiness somewhat offended the more con- 


servative portion of his entourage by the 
warmth with which he expressed his 
admiration of the American prel- 
ate for his political tendencies 
on the other side of the ocean. Even Catho- 
lics are apt to take alarm at any symptom 
which suggests that an attempt is made to 
Romanize America. In Rome the adverse 
fear is rather prevalent among many of the 
highest. Some of the most able of 
prelates are exercised

to. Americanize the Vatican. This reminds 
me that the name of Mgr. O'Connell has been 
mentioned freely here this month in connec- 
tion with the St. Louie coadjutorship. It is 
tolerably sure that in due course the 
brilliant gifts of the rector of 
the American College will be recognized 
in some substantial way by the Vatican.

Casimir Perier will always be gratefully 
remembered by lovers of liberty in France, 
because he had the courage and good sense to 
announce his faith in the republic. Being 
satisfied that the time had come for the 
freedom of France he worked faithfully and 
unfalteringly as he still works to secure the 
most liberal institutions ible. As 
a conservative Republican he has had great 
influence in the battles over constitutional 
laws. Early in 1873, having become convinced 
that the restoration of a monarchy was im- 
possible, he published a letter demanding the 
* end of a provisory and precarious régime, 
and in its stead institutions which would give 
to the government the force it needed to re- 
assure all interests by the exercise of a firm 
and clear policy.” He is the son of the cele- 
brated statesman and Minister of the 


July monarchy who died in 1832. He was 


born in Paris Aug. 10, 1811. At the age of 20 
he entered diplomacy as First Secretary of 
the French bassy at Brussels. He rose 
rapidly and was successively Churge d' Affaires 
at Naples and St. Petersburg, and Minister at 
Hanover. In 1846 he went into politics as a 
Liberal Conservative to the Chamber from 
the First Paris District. On the advent 
of the Second Empire he was 
thrown into prison, but soon 1 

retired to his chateau at Vezille, where he 
wrote nuinerous political articles which, on 
account of his prominence in the support of 
Louis N in 1849, before the coup 
d'etat, gave the Im perialists much trouble.

MONEY PAID TO JOURNALS, 


Rossignol’s List of Subsidized Parisian 
Papers in Panama Affairs. 

Paris, Dec. 2.—The following purports to 
be a list of the sums of money paid to news- 
papers and directors by the Panama Canal 
company.

ONE ATTEMPT AS AN AUTHOR. 


History of Delaware County That in Later 
Years He Tried to Buy Up. 

Mr. Gould’s literary attempts are embodied 
in his history of Delaware County, New York. 
The book was published iggl856 and covers the 
time from the date ement of the county 
up to and including the anti-rent troubles in 
1845. In his morg mature years its author 
was not proud of this child of his creation, 
and so thoroughly did he search for copies, 
buying every one he could find at its owner’s 
price, that it is almost impossible to secure 
one today. Besides the chapters on the coun- 
ty history a large amount of gpace is devoted 
to the history of the State. 

‘The work is dedicated to the Hon. A. J. 
Parker, an engraving of whom is used as a 
frontispiece. The style of the book shows 
that the author was not a man of letters. The 
book is simply a chronicler of events and 
stories written as they were told the author. 
The preface to the work reads: 


It is usual for authors,in the preface of their 
productions, to cite to the readers all the 
qualities of their writings, and especially those 
which their own imaginations suggest, and 
which, unless mentioned, might otherwise have 
been passed over unnoticed. I shall then deviate 
from this ancient establis usage of writers 
for various, and to myself obvious. reasons, 
the most prominent of which is, that I esteem 
that class of persons into whose hands this work 
may fall as an intelligent and reading people, 
better prepared to pass judgment than myself. 
who, if they utter criticism, will base their opin- 
ions upon the merit of the work itself. aside from 
the self-eulogistic encomiums of the author. 
do not claim that this work is free from error; 
perfection in a history of this character, where 
much of the information to be relied upon is of 
an oral and indefinite, is an impossibility. 1 
have been careful to weigh all the statements pre- 
sented—to discriminate between truth and fiction 
—and have suppressed much apparent- 
ly interesting matter which lacked 
the proper authenticity or conflicted with 
truth: still, doubtless, there is room for improve- 
ment. I claim no honor for having been the teil- 
tale of the past. The having simply told what 
others have done is far from implying that had 
we been placed in the same situation and affected 
by the same circumstances we would have acted 
the same noble part. It is one thing to write, an- 
other to do. “Give honor to whom honor is due.“ 

And if, after perusing what we have been 
able to glean of the history of the acts and actors 
of the past, you are enabled to discern in them 
arything noble, anything worthy of your admira- 
tion and emulation, then treasure up for the hardy 
and industrious pioneer a kind and grateful re- 
membrance; them cherish in sincerity, long after 
the author has said his say, a fond appreciation 
of these Spartan sires, whose ashes are now 
moldering in the tomb, and whose tongues have 
become silent and speechless, palsied by death. 

I would take this 2 of returning my 
sincere thanks to those who have interested 
themselves in furnishing material for the comple- 
tion of this work. THe AUTHOR. 

In writing of the anti-rent troubles he refers 
to his father’s experience in the following 
words: ä 

The first act of hostility was perpetrated on the 
6th of July upon the premises of Mr. John B. 
Gould, who, regardless of the threats and the 
timely warnings of the association to desist 
from blowing his horn, had continued to use it 
as a signal to cali his workmen to dinner. 
Upon the day in question he had as usual blown 
his horn at noon, when five Indians, equipped 
and armed for fight, presented themselves at his 
door and demanded redress for the insult he had 
given to the authority of the association. A spirit- 
ed and angry discussion ensued, when they were 
compelled to retreat from the premises to the 
tune of the Old King’s Arm and Shell.” Smart- 
ing under this defeat, a second company was dis- 
patched the following Tuesday to enforce submis- 
sion and with tructions to seize the gun and 
horn, and, if necessary, to mete out to Mr. Gould 
a salutary coat of tar and feathers. : 

The sun had just arrived at the meridian, when 
a favorable opportunity presenting itself, the 
signal whoop was given, and the savage horde 
sprung from their hiding place, and with demon- 
like yells rushed up and surrounded Mr. Gould. 
who was standing with his little son in the open 
air in front of the house. We were that son; and 
how bright a picture is retained upon the memory 
of the frightful appearance they pre 
sented as they surrounded parent 
with fifteen guns poised within a few 
feet of his head, while the chief stood over him 
with fierce gesticulations and sword drawn. O 
the agony of my youthfal mind, as I expected 
every moment to behold him prostrated a lifeless 
corpse upon e ground. His doting care and 
parental love had endeared him to his family. 
Conscious of bis right, he shrank—from no sense 
of fear—and finally; when a few neighbors had 
gathered together, a second time they were 
driven from the premises wfthout accomplishing 
their object.

C. H. Stoddard Has a Copy of It—Hard- 
ships of the Young Surveyor. 

C. H. Stoddard, the publisher, owns a copy 
of the map of Delaware County, N. Y., which 
Jay Gould made. The Stoddard family has 
lived in Delaware County since shortly after 
the Revolutionary War. Mr. Stoddard was 
born in the town of Delhi, the county 
seat. Recently he sent for the map 
and yesterday he spread it out 
for a Trinung reporter to look at. The map 
is a large one, and in the upper corner bears 
the inscription: **Map of Delaware County, 
N. V., from actual survey by Jay Gould, pub- 
lished by Collins G. Keeny, Philadelphia, 
1856.“ 

It is a fine specimen of the engineer’s skill, 
and is remarkable for its minuteness and detail. 
The residence of every citizen and his place 
of business is marked. Along the margin are 
maps of each town and surrounding these are

DEATH IN A TENEMENT-HOUSE FIRE. 


Pile of Excelsior Ignited by a Tramp Starts 
the Flames. 

New Tom, Dec. 2.—[ Special.] — Flames 
caused by a tramp broke out in the apartment 
house No. 155 Wlushing avenue, Brooklyn, 
this morning, and during the fire one man 


injured, Michael Monahan, a tramp, wan- 
dered into the cellar of the building last 
night and seeing a bale of loose excelsior set- 
tled down for the night. Early this morning 
he awoke and after lighting his pipe threw the 
lighted match into the excelsior.

Michael Doyle with his wife and eight chil- 
dren lived on the third floor. He succeeded 
in arousing his wife and children and getting 
them out of the building. The last to be 
aroused was his little son, Willie, aged 3, 
whose night dress caught fire and the child 
was badly burned. 

After getting his family out Doyle returned 
to the third floor. Finding all means of 
escape cut off he jumped from his kitchen 
window only to meet death. His head struck 
on the sidewalk and he died instantly. 

Annie Murray, aged 11; Willie Doyle, aged 
8; and Felix Murray, aged 42, were all badly 
burned and the hospital physicians have little 
hope of their recovery.

DISTILLERS PLANNING FOR PROFITS. 


Alleged Reasons Why Chicagoans Are Buy- 
ing Whisky Trust Stock Heavily. 

Chicago is credited with having been active 
in the trading in distillers’ stock on the New 
York Stock Exchange within the last few 
days. It is said that the clique, which is 
headed by Nelson Morris, has purchased 
40,000 shares of this stock within five days. 
The general opinion is that this heavy baying 
is not so much becaitse the insiders think they 
are buying something good at a low price, but 
because they are in a position where they are 
forced to hold up quotations at any cost. One 
of the stories regarding the situation is that 
distilleries are run to their utmost capacity, 
and that product is manufactured far in ex- 
cess of demands. The reason for this, it is 
said, is that distillers are agitating a reduction 
ot the tariff upon im 12 — and an in- 
crease of the tax on distilled spirits from 90 
cents to $1.50 a gallon, and it is reasoned that 
if an unusual production can be turned out 
now while the revenue tax is 90 cents, and 
afterward an advance to $1.50 is made, the 
stock on hand, which bas paid the tax, will 
stand a clear profit of 60 cents per gallon to

They study human nature as.a poet does 
his verses. To them the beauties of the world 
are never lost, and they have learned the 
art of associating pleasure with their business. 
It is true that “there are moments when they 
want to be alone, but they banish disappoint- 

a maiden would her  biushes, 

smile with which they greet 

customers, after a long drive 

through a snow-storm, is hard to imitate. Their 

patience is drilled in the most rigid school of ox- 

rience, and they see their day's arrangements 
asted with unparalleled composure. 

Dark Side of the Knight's Life. 

I would not have you draw from my remarks 
the conciusion that I regard the traveli man's 
life as an easy one. Their paths are not all roses. 
and they probably get as little credit from the 
world for what they yndergo as any other class of 
men. They bear with the proud man’s con- 
tumely and are the picneers that find a 
market for all new articles and inventions. This 
requires energy, courage, and integrity. There 
are certain qualifications they must have and in 
the truly successful —— men these are con- 
genital. Have you ever studied the traveling men 
of this country as a great aggregation of men, 
considered the important part they * in the 
intricate machinery of commerce and taken an 
impartial view of their trials and hardships? Do 
so, and you will wonder how they can have such 
even tempers, To be sure they frown upon a 
tough beefsteak, but that is a privilege accorded 
every man and if they smile 1 a tender one so- 
ciety should overlook the fault. 

The traveling-men are obliging and generous. 
They see life in all its phases and pity is their 
constant companion. When they have a town to 
make even the thought of eating lunch-counter 
sandwiches on the way cannot deter them, and 
they accept the inevitable with a grace that well 
becomes aman. The drummer must be ca 
at all hours of the night. and when he stops 
at a country hotel often retires to shiver 
in a room where the mercury stands at 
zero. He leavec his call for 3 o’clock and 
at the first rap on his chamber door arouses him- 
self and pulls the icicles from his mustache. With 
the courage of a Cesar he breaks the ice in his 
water-pitcher and completes bis morning’s toilet 
in a better frame of mind than most men could 
be. Affable as he is, one would hardly expect 
him to wear his smile when he finds, on reaching 
the depot, that the train he has gotten up to take 
is reported three hours late. He resigns himself 
to his fate, but thinks often of the night clerk 
who got him out of

standard. I have even seen them smile when side- 
tracked on a way freight. They are as familiar 
with the timecards asthough they owned the 
railroads, and if * ever miss a train it's no 
fault of theirown. They read the countenances 
of their own customers as accurately as a mariner 
does his signals and know which ones a story will 
induce to buy a bill of goods. They have 
carefully studied their parts in the great drama 
of life and it has broadened their ideas and made 
them liberal in their views. 

In conclusion, let me say that the cause for 
which you have labored is a meritorious one, and 
itis my bope that when we meet to celebrate an- 
other epoch in our organization’s history we may 
be permitted to view the year upon which we are 
just entering as the brightest page in the history 
of the Traveling Men’s Association.

To the salesman on the road of that day 
and to his standing in the eyes of the world at 
large might well have been applied the words the 

enius of SLakspeere put in the mouth of Shy- 
ock wigen speaking of the Jew of his time and 
generation: “ Has not tne Jew eyes? Hath not 
a Jew hands, organs, dimensions, senses, affec 
tions, passions? Fed with the same food, hurt 
with the same weapons, subject to the same 
diseases, healed by the same means, warmed and 
cooled by the same winter and summer as the 
Christian ier Ifyou prick us do we not bleed; 
you tickle us do we not laugh; if you poison us 
do we not uie?”’

ANOTHER VACANT CHICAGO PULPIT. 


The Rev. James Wolfenden of the Fourth 
Baptist Church Resigns. 

Chicago has another vacant pulpit among 
its large churches. The Rev. James Wolfen- 
den bat resigned the pastorate of the Fourth 
Baptist Church, whose house of worship is at 
Ashland boulevard and West Monroe street. 

Mr. Wolfenden’s resignation is offered 
under somewhat peculiar circumstances, He 
obtained from his church leave of absence, 
without pay, from May 1 to Nov. 1, and went 
at once to Australia as the agent for a Chica- 
go dipsocura establishment, having arranged 
to have the Rev. J. F. Bartlett fill his pulpit 
during his absence. During the whole of that 
time his church received from him only one 


and made no reference either to his return or 
to his resignation. His business employers, 
however, got several letters from him in 
which he reported that he had been very suc- 
cessful in his undertakings; and some of his 

articular friends in the church received in- 
ormation that he was in great demand in 
Australia as a preacher and lecturer and 
could easily settle there if he chose at a bet- 
ter salary than he got here. 

Ernest Appleton, one of the members of the 
Fourth Church, received last Tuesday a letter 
from his brother, J. G. M. Appleton, who is 
with Mr. Wolfenden in Australia as his pri- 
vate secretary, saying that the pastor had 
forwarded his resignation to the church. As 
the Australian mail arrives only once a month 
the resignation, if addressed to the clerk of 
the church, should have been received at the 
same time. But, as it was not received, it is 
supposed that it was directed to Mra. Wolf- 
enden, who is residing at Ann Arbor, and who 
will mail it back to Chicago. It ought to 
reach the clerk of the church today, and may 
possibly be read from the pulpit tomorrow 
morning. 

The house of worship of the Fourth Church 
is the costliest and handsomest in the denomi- 
nation in this city, unless that of the First 
Church be excepted. It was erected only two 

ears ago at a cost of $140,000, including the 
and, and is located in one of the most fash- 
ionable neighborhoods on the West Side.

But as the 
salary of such a minister would be double 
what Mr. Wolfenden received, and as the 
house of worship is small and cannot be en- 
larged, it is said that even a brilliant preacher 
would find it difficult to do this.

REVISION OF THE EPISOOPAL PRAY- 


ER-BOOK OOMPLETED. 


A*°Copy of the’ 1,001 So Far Printed to Be 
deut to Each Bishop of the Anglican 
Church in England and Its Colonies 
and in the United States-The Book to 
Be Reproduced and for Sale in Chicago 
the First of Any Place in This Country 
—Changes Made. 

The most interesting religious event of tne 
last week in ths country is the appearance of 
the revised Book of Common Prayer of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the United 
States. The work of revision was decided on 
at the triennial general convention held in 
New York in 1880, and was intrusted to a com- 
mission of Bishops, priests, and laymen, which 


, reported progress at every succeeding general 


convention until the last, held in October, 


| 1892, m Baltimore, when the completed work 


was finally approved and ordered to be 
printed. 

The work of publication devolved on the of- 
ficer of the church called the custodian of 
the Book of Common Prayer,’’ who at present 
is the Rev. Samuel Hart of Hartford, Conn. 
Dr. Hart, who has just completed his task, 
does not publish for sale, but merely for the 
guidance of other publishers. He has caused 
to be printed in New York exactly 1,001 copies 
of the new prayer-book. One of these was 
printed on vellum and bound in leather in a 
very ornate and expensive manner, and is tu 
be preserved and guarded by Dr. Hart with 
the utmost care and reverence, as the church’s 
one single standard of the Book of Common 
Prayer, by which all questions that may here- 
after arise as to the contents are to be defi- 
nitely and authoritatively settled. Of the re- 
maining 1,000 copies one is to be sent to each 
Bishop of the Anglican Church in England and 
its colonies and in the United States. 


Copy Received in Chicago. 

The copy designed for Bishop McLaren of 
the Diocese of Chicago was received a few days 
ago by Archdeacon Bishop. who immediately 
set to work to hate it reproduced as soon as 
possible with a view of getting it published 
and for sale in Chicago the first of any place 
in the country. The prayer-book will be 

rinted only here and in New York, and the 

ew York publishers do not expect to have it 
ready before May 1, while it will be for sale 
in Chicago by Jan. 15. 

The standard prayer-book received by Arch- 
deacon Bishop is a very large octavo, bound 
in muslin, with red. edges, the rubric bemg 
printed in black. But the copies to be printed 
here for actual use will be 12mos. and 24 
mos., and in various styles, that will sell for 
prices ranging from 25 cents to $6 each. Ac- 
cording to a canon adopted at Baltimore the 
paging of all the bizes and styles must be 
identical, and there will be nocopyright. ‘The 
first editions will be 10,000 of the 12mos. and 
10,000 of the 24mos., and the capitat required 
is $3,500. Knight & Leonard are the Chicago 
printers, but the Chicago Prayer-Book So- 
ciety is the responsible publisher. One ob- 
ject of this society 1s the free distribution of 
the prayer-book, and consequently all the 
profits derived by sale will be applied in that 
way. It has even been proposed to print an 
edition of 10,000 expressly for free distribu- 
tion among ministers of the gospel of every 
name in this country. 

Changes Introduced, 


As to the changes that have been introduced 
in the Book of Common Prayer they of ne- 
cessity do not affect its doctrinal standard. 
This 1s embodied in the Thirty-nine Articles, 
which nothing but an ecumenical council could 
change. The alterations are mainly in the 
rubric and the prayers, and most of them 
would scarcely be noticed unless attention 
was called to them. Only afew ofthem ex- 
cited inuch debate or division, and even then 
the difference of opinion was merely as to the 
necessity of the changes, in view of the other 
contents of the prager-book, which were held 
to adequately cover the same ground. 

Still a few of the changes that excited de- 
bate will interest even the general reader. In 
the order for daily evening prayer is inserted 
several versicles and responses, one of the 
versicles being 0 Lord, Save the State.“ 
This versiclé was omitted from the English 
prayer-book in colonial times from motives 
of patriotism, and is now restored in the same 
spirit, though with a different application. 
Among the Prayers and Thanksgivings 
Upon Several Occasions has been inserted 
a very beautiful prayer of about 125 words 
„For the Unity of God's People.“ 


“A Penitential Office.” 

Following these “prayers and thankagiv- 
ings ”’ there has been introduced an entirely 
new office called ** A Penitential Office for Ash 
Wednesday,” consisting largely of Psalm 51. 
Among The Collects, Epistles, and Gospels 
provision has been made for two celebrations 
of the Eucharist on Christmas day by the in- 
troduction of a duplicate collect, duplicate 
epistle, beginning with Titus ii., 11, and dupli- 
cate gospel, beginning with Luke i 
„The Order for the Burial of the Dead three 
or four additional prayers have been intro- 
duced. In the Psalter the Selections of 
Psalms for Holy Days are omitted, the num- 
bers of the psalms are printed in common 
numerals, the verses of the long 119th psalm 
are numbered consecutively, and the canticles 
and osalms are in every case printed with the 
musical colon, as in the English book. 

The appearance of the new prayer-book is 
an occasion of great interest and pleasure 
throughout the Episcopal church, and it is 
only regretted that it so narrowly missed be- 
ing ready to be used for the first time in pub- 
lic worship on Christmas day. 


AFFAIRS OF THE PARK NATIONAL BANK. 


After Correspondence with the Controller 
Stockholders Decide Not to Reorganize. 
‘(he Park National Bank of Chicago will not 

be reorganized, this conclusion having been 

reached by the stockholders after a lengthy 
correspondence with the Controller of the 

Currency, so a dispatch from Washington 

says. As soon as arrangements can bé com- 

pleted the affairs of this institution will be 
transferred from the hands of the receiver of 
the National Bank to C. P. Packer, who will 
hereafter act as the agent for the stockhold- 
ers. It has been determined by the stock- 
holders that under existing circumstances it 
will probably be better to hold on to their 
real estate and other assets in Chicago inas- 
much as the depositors and creditors of the 
bank have been paid in full all their claims 
against the institution. If at any time, how- 
ever, five or more members of the former 
bank officials desire to resume business at the 
old stand and under the familiar name they 
will be compelled to deposit ,000 in cash 

with the Controller of the Currency before a 

charter will be granted. This sum must be in 

addition to any other assets now on hand, 
which may be placed to the credit of the sur- 
plus of the bank.

ITS ANNUAL REPORT. 


WORK OF THE SANTA FE FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING JUNE 30. 


The Gross Earnings of $47,347,225 and the 
Net Earnings of $15,117,456 Show a 
Slight Decrease When Compared with 
the Figures of the Preceding Year— 
Miles of Road in Operation 90,345— 
Bright Prospects for the Western Di- 
visions—Other Rallroad News. 

The annual report of the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railroad company for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1892, has just been issued. 
It is an elaborate and most carefully prepared 
docuinent covering 127 pages of printed mat- 
ter and statistical tables and contains two 
large maps, one showing the entire system 
operated by the company and the other the 
lines in Kansas. 

The operated mileage June 30, 1892, for the 
Santa Fé system proper was 7,130.23; St. 
Louis and San Francisco system, 1,863.92; 
Colorado Midland railway, 350.42; aggregate 
mileage of all lines operated by the Santa Fé 
company, 9,344.57 miles. * 

The report of the directors shows that dur- 
ing the year the gross and net earnings from 
railway operations were as follows:

The average rate a ton of freight a mile on 
Atchison was 1.219 cents, a decrease of .046 
cent; on St. Louis and San Francisco, 1.279 
cents, an increase of .001 cent, and on the Col- 
orado Midland railway, 2.540 cents, a decrease 
of. O9 cent. The decrease on Atchison was 
owing to hegvier carriage of iow-ciass freights, 
consisting of grain principally, meident to 
large crops in 1891. On the Colorado Midland 
railway the line was opened to (hrough traffic 
and its conditions changed from a local toa 
through road, which change, while increasing 
the volume of business, was followed naturally 
by decreased average rate. 

Extended the Notes Two Years. 

Nov. 1, 1891, the principal of the guarantee 
fund 6 per cent notes of the company, issued 
in amount of $9,000,000 in 1888 (before the re- 
organization of the company, Oct, 15, 1889), of 
which $2,000,000 was in company’s treasury fell 
due. Careful consideration by the manage- 
ment resulted in decision to extend these notes 
for a period of two years, or until Nov. 1, 
1898, which was done successfully. 

A second mortgage, dated July 1, 1892, to 
expire July 1, 1989, covering all the properties 
of the Atchison and auxiliary companies 
named in Circular 68 of Oct. 15, 1889, has 
been created, next in, lien to the general 
mortgage, under which coupon gold bonds in 
denominations of $1,000 and $500 and regis- 
tered bonds of $500, $1,000, $10,000, and $50,000 
each will issue with fixed interest, payable 
October and April ineach year. Scrip in de 
nomination of $100 will also issue, bearing in- 
terest payable when converted into bonds, 

While the earnings of the company during 
the last year are much better than was ex- 
pected the officers feel sure that the opera- 
tions for this year will be still better. Some 
of the far Western lines which have not paid 
well heretofore are gradually improving as 
the country develops. The only line that 
made a decrease is the Colorado Midland and 
this road has wonderfully improved since 
it passed into the control of the Atchison. In 
Arizona and New Mexico new enterprises are 
continually started which help to develop the 
many resources of those sections of the coun- 
try. The time is believed to be not far dis- 
tant when western lines of the company will 
earn as much as those in the East.

NATURAL GAS IN NORTH SIDE MAINS. 


Officials Say the Supply in Sight Is Suffi- 
cient for Many Years.

That circumstance 
eught to dispose of the reports made from 
time to time that there is danger of the gas 
giving out. There is no such danger. Be. 
sides those now in use this company now 
owns welle capable of delivering an immense 
quantity of gas. It keeps those wells stopped 
up because their flow is not needed yet. In 
our large territory numerous new wells can be 
driven. Natural gas is in Chicago, and the 
supply in sight is sufficient for many years.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT STATEMENT, 


Circulation Increase During November Last 
of Over Eight Millions. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Special. |— 
The Treasury Department’s monthly cir- 
culation statement, issued today, shows 
a net increase in the circulation during 
November last of $8,650,531. There was 
during last month a decrease of $2,320,- 
900 in currency’ certificates, $1,087,699 
in silver certificates, and $884,334 in gold coin. 
On the other hand silver treasury note circu- 
lation increased $4,310,136; gold certificates, 
$2,933,460; national bank notes, $2,562,247; 
United States notes, $1,692,643; standard sil- 
ver dollars, $914,351, and subsidiary silver, 
$529,727. The total circulation of the country 
Dec. 1 is placed at $1,614,790,266, or a 
per capita of $24.42, against $1,577,262,070 Dec. 
1, 1891.

SHALL THE GOVERNMENT OWN AND 
OPERATE THE RAILROADS? 


A Pressing Subject Discussed by Califor- 


nia Railroad Men—Manager Burnett of 
the Terminal Thinks the System of 


Operation Would Have to Re Different 
from the Present—The Question of Cost 
—Representatives “of the Santa Fe and 
Southern Pacific Give Their Views. 

Los Angeles (Cal.) Express: In a conver- 
sation with an Express reporter Manager T. 
B. Burnett of the Terminal railroad, speaking 
of the possibilities in view of the government 
taking charge of the railroads of the country 
and operating them, said: There is no ques- 
tion that the railroads of the country, are 
properly governmental functions, and that 
their operation could be assumed by the gov- 
ernment; but from their inception to the 
present time the government has seen fit 
to put the conducting of these highways in 
the hands of private corporations, just as 
the collection of taxes used to be farmed out 
to individuals by government, I do not think 
that the government could operate the roads 
as cheaply as do the existing corporations, I 
think it would cost the government 25 per 
cent more. I have observed thatthe point 
most urged by the newspapers and believed by 
the public as affording the greatest reason 
why the government should take charge of 
the railroads is that the rates are too high. 
Now they are, as a rule, not too high. It is 
really mdrvélous how cheap they are when 


compared with the service rendered, and I do 


not think would do 
much better than the roads are now 
doing. The one thing they would do they 
would destroy special rates. No man could 
go to a railroad company and get a car to 
carry certain kinds of good under the sched- 
Gled rates. Cities would not have the im- 
mense advantage they now have over the 
country towns. No such special rates and 
privileges could be granted under fixed laws; 
the laws regarding the railroads and their 
rates would then be construed by different 
tribunals than they are now. They would be 
construed not by a tribunal looking to the in- 
terest of the road, or the railroads generally, 
but by a court baving no interest in either 
shipper or carrier, whose only object would be 
to get at the meaning of the law. ’ 

It is possible the system and prices of car- 
rying might be different from what it is now. 
‘Lake, for instacce, the mails. Now the gov- 
ernment will carry a letter from here to New 
York for two cents; it will charge you two 
cents to carry a letter of the same weight to 
Pasadena. It will charge you two cents to 
carry a letter weighing an ounce to Pasadena, 
und it will ay oe times that weight of 
newspapers to New York for tie same sum. 
There, you see, 18 no relation between the 
extent of the service and its cost. The 
fact, however, that the mails are operated by 
the one concern all over the country makes it 
possible for the whole bulk of the business to 
pay. Now there may be such a system intro- 
duced by the government, which it cannot be 
doubted would be of superior benefit to the 
people. The idea of the government assum- 
ing control of the railroads is a very popular 
one just now, and Ihave no doubt if some 
strong man should arise in the country and 
preach such policy that it would soon be 
brought about. 

Would Not Be Beneficial. 

Harvey K. Gregory, Assistant General Pas- 
senger Agent of the Santa Fé road, said: 
Lou are asking me to tackle a big subject. 
Whether the railroads should become the 
property of the government and be operated 
dy it, is a very grave question, involving a 
menace or a benefit to every individual in the 
country. My feeling has always been against 
the idea, and it does not seem. to me to be 
practicable of application. One casting the 
mind over the question naturally comes 
upon this problem—viz.: the govern- 
ment being run by acties and 
the officeholders being always of the party in 
power. if the railroads with their 1,000,000 or 


the government 


more employés should pass into the hands of 


the governinent, hence into the hands of the 
“arty in power, would it be ever possible to 
islodge the party in power, matters not how 
gross ite acts or vile its policy. Then would 
such an institution as the railroads, handling 
as it does human life and dependent upon 
its employés’ reliability and the cer- 
tainty of the performance of their 
duties to avert accident, with attend- 
ant loss of life and property, 
would such an institution be safe in the hands 
of politicians who would make their ap- 
pointments with regard to party services and 
not to their experience or ability as railroad 
men. Perhaps with a rigid system of civil 
service reform, something of a kind not yet 
developed or known, this great objection of 
the offices and position of the railroads pass- 
ing into the hands of the politicians, should 
the roads become the property of the govern- 
ment, might be overcome; but such a system 
would have to be brought about in other de- 
partments of the government before such a 
change occurred. That in itself is a problem 
of government which will have to be worked 
out as a condition precedent to any change in 
the ownership of the railroads, and it will 
take years todo it. There are a great many 
things which in their ideal perfection would 
be highly desirable. The bringing about of 
that perfection depends upon the development 


or discovery of something not yet made. If 


Goodyear had not discovered the process to 
vulcanize rubber Cyrus Field could never 
have laid his cable. Having one thing we 
employ it to bring about something else and 
secure a result we could never have attained 
without the thing in question. 

do not believe the change would be as 
beneficial to the public or to the government 
as is generally imagined. Some people point 
to the millions that a few men having relation 
to the railroad business have made. It 18 a 
fact, however, that these big fortuneg were 
not made in legitimate railroad business; that 
is, not many of them. They have been made 
either—as in the case of Jay Gould—in specu- 
lating in railroad stocks or in other instances 
in bringing railroads into new coun- 
tries and getting governmental  subsi- 
dies and lands. This latter condition 
is a thing of the past. No more 
government land goes to new railroads. Few 
individual great furtunes can now be made, 
even with roads operated without competi- 
tion, for just as soon as the traffic gets suffl- 
ciently heavy to make money for a monopoly 
a competing road is bound to make its ap- 
pearance. 

»The roads of the country are now operated 
on a highly scientific and systematic basis 
and much cheaper, I think, than the govern. 
ment could operate them. The smallness of 
their average dividends shows that there 
is no more money made out of them 
upon the cupital invested than a man would 
expect to make in a private business; compe- 
tition has reauced the rave of freight and pas- 
senger service until it is uniformly positively 
cheap; the roads are answerable to the people 
they carry for their negiigence, and the large 
amount of money annually awarded to suitors 
of courts in cases against them shows that this 
liability is well availed of by the public, and 
this very liability makes the roads careful. This 
would of course not be the case were the 
roads the property of the government, for no 
one could sue the government. You lose your 
registered letter through the mails, and no 
matter how valuable it may be the courts will 
give you no judgment against the govern- 
ment. I think while the proposed change 
might have some advantages to the govern- 
ment and to the public, yet the disadvant 
of such operation would largely overweigh 
them, Why, the very sum of money necessary 
for the government to purchase all the roads 
of the country would, in my opinion, be some- 
thing that nothing short of a war could raise, 
and would make it forever impossible for 
such a purchase to be made. 

Lack of Inducement. 

Mr. Henderson of the Santa Fé accorded 
uested that his name be 
not used in connection with it. The views he 
holds are so valuable, however, that at a risk 
of a violation of his reticency the Xwpress 
credits him with them. Mr. Henderson said: 
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the hands of the government railroad labor 
troubles would be obviated. A gentleman of 
my acquaintance who has lived in Australia, 
where they have government control of near- 
ly all the 2 was here recently, and I 
asked him how the government railroads 
there got along with labor. He told me that 
on two of the lines there were labor strikes 
when he left there, and he further told me 
that the roads operated by the government 
was only partly successful. k at the rail- 
roads operated by the government of Europe. 
They are static in progress. They have no 
competition, and they do not have to exert 
themselves to employ better equipment. 
Their road beds are good, but their rolling 
stock is thirty years behind ours. 

“TI do not believe the roads could be run fs 
cheaply by the government as by the com- 
anies. Statistics show that but a slight 
raction of the railroad mileage of the country 
pays dividends and many are operated at a 
oss. If you would look over the Railroad 
Gazette and note the number of railroads of 
the country that are in the hands of receivers 
the result would surprise you. Until I can 
see the matter in a more favorable light than 
1. — now I shall be against any such innova- 
ion. 

Contrast of Systems. 

A Southern Pagific official said: One thing 
ou might say in favor of railroads is this: 

nder a system where the government would 
own all the roads many miles of road now be- 
ing operated could be done away with. Most 
or all of the oy trunk lines in this country 
are paralleled by competing lines. The main 
reason why these 22 lines have come 
into existence is to keep down extortion by 
existing monopolies; the principles of some 
railroads having monovpolies of certain terri- 
tory to make out of it all they can.. That is 
natural; a thing that every man in business 
is in business for. He will make as much mon- 
ey as the conditions will allow him to make. 
The tariffs, then, are measured by what 
the difference ia the market prices of the 
commodity at the point of shipping and the 
point of destination will allow to be imposed 
upon it. Very well, then; with governmental 
ownership you would need no parallel lines. 
The country could be divided into grand di- 
visions, with great trunk lines, moving from 
east to west, north to south, tapping innumer- 
able feeder lines, penetrating all parte of the 
State. I grant that under the existing system 
of operating railroads they were best operated 
by companies, the system employed by a 
thousand different companies, each operating 
forits own interest, and that employed by the 
government operating all the roads under a 
single ownership Sette benefit of the public 
would be very different.”’

Prime Reports the Condition of the Win- 

' ter Crop Favorable—Farmers Still Gath- 
ering Corn, but Their Progress Slow— 
No Prospect of Any Large Move- 
ment During December—The Yield Dis- 
appointing in Every Way and Falling 
Below Former Estimates. 

Dwiaur, IIl., Dec. 2. — [Special. — The week 
just closmg has been unusually cloudy and 
stormy. There has not been a ray of sun- 
shine during the entire week. We have had 
no snow to amount to anything, but have had 
sleet and cold rains, followed by freezing at 
night and thawing during the day. This has 
put a stop to the growth of the winter wheat 
forthe time bemg and is making country 
roads bad. No grain of any kind is moving 
toward railroad centers. Milling trade 18 
dull, Farmers as a rule are carrying fair 
stocks of wheat. 

Little work has been done in the cornfields 
the present week owing to the rains and sleet. 
No liberal movement of corn during the next 
thirty days is anticipated. None of any con- 
sequence is cribbed at railroad stations. 

Most of the corn throughout Central Illi- 
nois 1s gathered. There is no change to re- 
port either in the quality or quantity. The 
yield per acre will be from twenty to thirty 
bushels on an avorage, against fifty bushels 
last year. At present prices the movement 
will be light during December, 

Southwestern Iowa reports corn mostly 
gathered. There is little No, 2corn. The 
average yield is from twenty to thirty-five 
bushels per acre. The movement during De- 
cember will be light. The corn crop as a 
whole throughout this portion of Iowa is not 
turning out as well as was expected. At best 
it is a light and chaffy crop, a great deal being 
fed to cattle and hogs. 

In Eastern Iowa corn is all gathered. At 
present prices corn will only move moderate- 
ly, as a great many farmers look for higher 
prices. There is no accumulation of corn in 
cribs at railroad stations. Most of the corn 
that will be sold from Eastern Iowa will be 
bought up by local feeders. 

The corn in Western Iowa is turning out 
about as estimated heretofore. It will not 
make over two-thirds of acrop. Little is be- 
ing offered for sale, with many farmers buy- 
ing more or less for feed, 

Disappointing in Nebraska and Kansas. 


Eastern Nebraska reports corn mostly gath- 
ered and the result discouraging, new corn 
being marketed quite freely at 30 cents a 
bushel. The quality is fair. Little if any is 
contracted here. ost of the corn is cribbed 


and hauled to market in single loads at mar- 


ket prices. 

Southern Nebraska reports that the corn 
crop has turned out poor, both in 8 
and quality. The — corn will show u 
more when it is shelled, as the ear is small 
and the kernel light. The price will govern 
the movement to a great extent. 

Kansas reports that most of the corn will 
have been gathered the second week in De- 
cem ber. @ality and quantity are disap- 
pointing. eeders are paying three cents 
above the market, and all seem afraid that 
they will not get enough. Few cattle and 
one-fourth the usual number of hogs are be- 
ing fed. Horses are plentiful and cheap, Hay 
is scarce and high. 

There is no change to make in the reports 
from Missouri concerning the corn crop. It 
is of an inferior quaiity, and there is a good 
deal of soft corn. 

The ground is bare throughout the winter- 
wheat belt, and as a rule the crop has stopped 
growing. The milling trade is exceecingly 

ull, and many millers report that they are 
preparing to shut down, As a general thing 
millers and elevator men have large stocks of 
wheat and are holding for an advance. Farm- 
ers have not been free sellers this month, but 
some have let their wheat go in order to raise 
monéy for December taxes. 

Ontario Wheat in Fine Condition. 

In Ontario there has been a heavy fall of 
snow, and wheat is fine condition for winter. 
Millers have light stocks of wheat. Farmers 
are not selling freely, as prices are too low. 

Southern Illinois reports the ground bare of 
snow. The winter wheat plant is small and for 
the last ten days has not grown enough to 
amounttoanything. The flour market is exceed- 
ingly dull and it is almost impossible to make 
any sales on a basis of 63-cent wheat, which is 
22 below what the average millers can get 
at for. 

In Indiana the ground is frozen hard and 
bare of snew, and in consequence the wheat 
has stop growing. A great deal of the late 
sown wheat is not strong enough to stand a 
severe winter. The general condition of the 
milling trade is not flattering. The demand 
for mill feed is improving but it is hard to seil 
flour at a reasonable price, low grades in par- 
ticular. Millers are carrymg fair stocks of 
wheat. Farmers refuse to sell at market 
prices. 

Winter wheat is still growing and in good 
shape in Ohio. They have had no snow, but 
the weather is not cold enough to retard its 
growth or in any way injure it. A great deal 
of labor was put on the wheat fields this year 
and wheat was putin in better shape than 
usual, The outlook so far this season is favor- 
able. Farmers have not been free sellers, as 
prices are too low. Millers are carrying good 
stocks. The —— trade is poor and the 
demand quite limited. 

General Condition Good in Michigan. 

The general condition of the winter wheat 
throughout Michigan is good. It has now 
stopped growing. There is a little snow on 
the ground, but not enough to protect the 
45 On light soil wheat came up well, but 
on heavy soil there is some that looks patchy, 
still the general average is as good as last year. 
Local deliveries do not exceed one-third this 
month what they were last. 

Wheat in Kansas will go into winter quar- 
ters in from fair to good condition. Milling 
trade is fair, but prices are too low. Mills 
generally are well supplied with wheat. 

Missouri reports the ground bare of snow 
and wheat has grown little during the last ten 
days. It is in fair condition to enter the win- 
ter. Farmers have not been free sellers of 
wheat during November. Milling trade is 
fair and millers are generally carrying good 
stocks of wheat. 

Minnesota reports no snow to amount to 
A The ground is bare and frozen 
hard. heat is being marketed freely. 
Warehouses and elevators here are well filled 
up. Cars are too scarce to keep wheat shipped 


out. 

In South Dakota the usual amount of fall 
plowing was done. Warehouses are full of 
wheat and it is impossible to get cars to move 
it as fast as the grain is comingin. The rail- 
roads in South Dakota are totally incom- 
petent to handle the wheat crop this year, that 
is, to the satisfaction of either the shipper or 
themselves. 

In North Dakota more than the usual 
amount of fall plowing has been done. The 
ground has been frozen for the last month so 
that very little work could be done and farm- 
ers have been free sellers.

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MORE GOLD EXPORTS. 


TODAY’S STEAMERS WILL OARRY 
AWAY LARGE GOLD SHIPMENTS. 


Leading Speculative Markets at Chicago 
Not Affected by the Death of Mr. Gould 
— Wheat Closes Easier and Provisions 
Strong and Higher—Points from the 
Country Produce Market — Exchange 
Slightly Weaker—News from Other Com- 
mercial and Financial Centers, 


Reports c ncerning the engagements of gold for 
export by today’s steamers varied considerably. 
It seems likely that about $1.200,000 will go out. 
Definite engagements of $1,500,000 were reported, 
but some of this was canceled later when it was 
learned that the bills against the gold shipments 
could not find as ready a ma~ket as was expected. 
Some estimated that the shipment today would 
reach as high as $2,500,000, but it hardly seems 
probable that that estimate is correct. So far as 
the effect of this shipment on the market is con- 
cerned it is not likely to amount to much, for it 
was almost entirely discounted earlier in the 
week. Asearly as Tuesday the condition of the 
exchange market positively foreshadowed gold 
shipments this week, and at that time it was ex- 
pected that the shipments would be considerably 
larger than they will be: 

The exchange market weakened slightly during 
the day, probably asa result of the gold engage- 
ments. Quotations in New York went off to 
487% for demand bankers’ bills. The price hero is 
quoted at 487% to 488, with practically all trans- 
actions at the higher rate. 

The gold situation up to last night was as fol- 
lows: Gold exports $62,513,000; gold imports, 
$13,333,000, making the net lossof gold for the 
first ten months of the year $49,180,000. The 
average yearly production of gold in the United 
States is estimated at about $30,000,000, so the 
net loss of gold above the year’s production has 
so far been over $19,000,000. It is esti- 
mated also that the average amount of gold used 
in the arts annuall is $14,500,000. So that the 
real net loss of gold money so far this year is fig 
ured at about $33,500,000. The increase of the 
stock of gold in the country in recent years is in- 
teresting. it was officially estimatea that the 
stock of gold June 30, 1879, the year of specie re- 
sumption, was $245,741,000. The official estimate 
of the stock Nov. 1, 1892, places the total at 8655. 
514,000. This showga gain in thirteen years of 
$19,771,000, or an average gain per year of $31,521.,- 
000, which is alittle more than the average an- 
nual production. . 

News of the Chicago stock market might easily 
be dismissed with the statement that the ex- 
change beld its regular session and, as usual, 
transacted no business. There is scarcely anima- 
tion enough in the situation to merit the name of 
a market. Inno stock was there anything re- 
sembling activity and the total day’s business 
would hardly have equaled a fair day’s transac- 
tion in a single security. There is not drift 
enough to events to admit of characterizing the 
market as either strong or weak. About the only 
change in quotations was made by the Moore 
stocks, which have shown decided strength for 
a number of days. Diamond Match advanced 
quite materially. selling up to M49. Straw- 
board was also decidedly strong, advancing to 83. 
Some shrewd traders think that this strength is 
more apparent than real, that itis more the re- 
sult of manipulation by a few traders than it is of 
any advance comi from legitimate buying 
orders. Some even declare that the stocks are 
being markea up bythe aidof matched orders 
and wash transactions. It is perhaps nota fair 
thing to say that with no more evidence than ap- 
pears on the surface to support it, but such 
things are known to have been done. The whole 
day's trading in these stocks amounted to but 
little. The total sales of Diamond Match were 
377 shares and of StrawboarJ 135 shares. 

Street’s Stable Car stock did not rebound far 
from the low point made by the sellers’ 60 sales 
Thursday. Some more sellers’ 60 stock was put 
out yesterday, and the market took it at 4 to % 
higher than it did the1,000 shares which were 
sold Thursday. s 

West Side stock was heavy and quite as dull as 
the rest of the market. There was not a sale un- 
til after the first call, then the stock opened at 

207 and dropped to 206%. In the afternoon it was 
stronger, selling up to 207% and closing just where 
it opened in the morning. There was not a sale 
of North Side stock. The settling price for that 
stock was 2634. 

The brewery stocks were extremely dull. Only 
two sales of Milwaukee and Chicago Brewery 
were recorded, the first at 324% and the second at 
$25. The stock seemed a shade stronger at the 
close than it was in the morning, but there were 
few bidders for it. The preferred stock sold at 
43. Brewing and Malting was even more inactive 
than Milwaukee and Chicago Brewery. There 
were no sales at all of Brewing and Malting. The 
settling prices were 37% for the com and 45 
for the preferred. 

The packing stocks continue heavy, and the 
market now seems in such shape that any forced 
offering would depress prices. There were 
practically no sales yesterday, the only trans- 
action being in a small fractional lot of the pre- 
ferred at 50, but the settlement price is the lowest 
that has been made on the present decline. It 
was 1 for the commpn and 49 for the pre- 

erred, 

The market for South Side Rapid Transit stock 
seems to have established itself at 85. There are 
smali sales about every day at that price. Lake 
Street Elevated was not quite so strong yester- 
day, the quotation declining to 23. The lust of 
sales is as follows:

PUMPING MACHINERY. 
Capacity of 40,000,000 Gallons of Water 
Every Twenty-four Hours. 
The pumping machinery for the World's 
Pair grounds is now being put in place in the 
building constructed for it at the northeastern 
end of Machinery Hall. Altogether, the ap- 
paratus in this by no means large building 
will have a pumping capacity of 40,000,000 
gallons of water every twenty-four hours.

TO ARRANGE FOR ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Chief Kasson of the Bureau of Public Com- 
fort Explains Its Purpose. 

Chief Marsh W. Kasson of the Bureau of 
Public Comfort yesterday issued a statement 
regarding the purposes of his bureau, Per- 
sons who wish next year to secure rooming ac- 
commodations at reasohable rates will be in- 
terested in the féllowmg issued by Chief Kas- 
son: 

This bureau has been established by the Worid’s 


Columbian Exposition to make provision, as far 
as possible, for the comfort, protection, and con- 


venience of expected visitors. Its first and most 
important duty has been to organize a Hotel and 
Rooming Department, through which to co- 


operate to the best of its ability with the citizens 
and householders of Chic and its vicinity in 
securing suitable and desirable lodging accom- 
modations at fair and reasonable rates. The city 
has been subdivided into districte and sections 
and an official register prepared, in which parties 
having furuished rooms to let may have them listed 
under a contract with this department, giving 
a full description and prices chereof. Under this 
landlord’s contract rooms are placed in the 
hands of the department for re , at the prices 
named by the landiord, with autffority to let the 
rooms from day to day, or longer, and to collect 
the rent in advance and issue to the lessve or 

respective tenant a rental certificate, secur- 
ng tothe purchaser the rooms engaged for the 
term anti date selected. Notice of the letting is 
to be given at the same time to the landlord, who 
is under obligation to set aside rooms according 
to the terms of the notice. These certificates are 
made transferable. The contract especially pro- 
vides that the landlord may, on reasonable no- 
tice, ch — his prices for said rooms at any time 
before said letting. 

The department will use ita best endeavors to 
secure desirable occupants for rooms during the 
entire period of the Exposition and probably for 
some weeks prior and subsequent thereto. The 
business relauons of the department with its 
clientage will be treated as strictly confidential— 
no publication of names or access to official 
register being rmitted. The great mass of 
guests will prefer the qiiet and economy of fur- 
nished rooms and boarding houses, and it is in- 


| tended to provide them in advance with specially 


prepared maps, diagrams, and printed matter 


giving full and reliable —— ars respecting 
esirable locations, with character and cost of 
rooms. With j official informa- 


tion before them prospective visitors can 
make their own selections aud secure suitable 
accommodations before leaving home. The plat 
is expected also to enlist the confidence of the 
public as being official and reliable, relieve land- 
lords and householders from trouble and ex- 
pense, and protect visitors from fraudulent and 
irresponsible outside schemes. It is hoped that 
many strictly private families having one or 
more desirable rooms which could be spared 
may consent under the circumstances to co- 
operate in adding to the accommodation desired.

FACTS ABOUT THE OGDEN BEQUEST. 


Why the Suit for Construction of the Char- 
ity Clause Was Begun and Abandoned, 
The Rev. Dr. Goodspeed, Secretary of the 

University of Chicago, is mortified at the 

misleading articles that have appeared in 

some Chicago newspapers during the last few 
days concerning the Ogden bequest. Some 
of these accounts have reflected on some of 
the Ogden heirs, to whom the university is 
under the deepest obligations. Mr, Ogden 
died about fifteen years ago, leaving an estate 
which is now valued at $10,000,000 and which 
1s not yet distributed. Of this sum the 
testator directed that three-fortieth$ shall be 
applied to charitable uses as the executors 
might direct. Two or three years ago enough 
of the estate had been sold and distributed to 
make the charity fund about $300,000; and 
the executors had simply kept the money in 
bank year after year without designating any 
portion of it for any charitable purpose what- 
ever. This athe of ft made 
seme of the twenty-five or more 
heirs restive, and five of them determined to 
force a designation of this charity fund. They 
proceeded to effect this indirectly by bringing 

a suit for the construction of the charity clause 

of the will. The point they made was that 

the clause was void because of indefiniteness, 
as it was a bequest of money for unknown 
purposes, and probably for institutions not 
in ex®tence at the testator’s death, Pendi 

their suit the same point was settled in their 


favor in the suit over the Samuel J. Tilden 


will. All this was printed several months ago, 
and again a few days ago, asif it were all new, 
whereas the only news there was about it was 
that the five heirs who had brought the suit 
had formally dismissed it. Moreover some of 
the rewspapers have reflected on them as 
being inimical to the university, when the 
truth is that they brought the suit before any 
money had been designated for the university 
and withdrew the suit soon after this designa- 
tion was made and in consequence of it. 
These five heirs are Miss Emily O. Butler, 
Miss Caroline Jones, Miss Frances Jones, 
Louis B. McCagg, and Mrs. Whitehouse, who 
is the wife of the son of the late Bishop White- 
house, and is now in England. These heirs 
being scattered widely it was a tedious proc- 
ess for them to act. But from the moment 
they heard that the executors and trustees had 
designated 70 per cent of the charity fund to 
the University of Chicago they made up their 
minds to abandon the suit. Mrs, Whitehouse 
was particularly active in bringing this about. 


LIZZIE BORDEN INDICTED FOR MURDER. 


The Grand Jury Holds That She Mur- 
dered Her Father and Mother. 

Tauntox, Mass., Dec. 2.—Lizzie Borden 
was today indicted. When the report of the 
grand jury was made known to her she re- 
ceived the information without emotion. The 
following is the indictment as found by the 
grand jury: 

The jurors for the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chussetts on their oaths presented that Lizzie 
Andrew Borden of Fall River. at Fall River on 
Aug. 4, 1892, 2 Abby Durfee Borden, felonious- 
ly and willfully. and of malice aforethought and 
assault, did make and with a sharp cutting iv- 
strument. giving to her twenty mortal wounds, of 
which she instantly died. And so the jurors 
upoh their oaths do say that Lizzie Andrew 
Borden Abby Durfee Borden did kill and murder 
against the peace of the said Commonwealth and 
contrary to the form of statute in such case made 
and provided. 

The next count is the same as the first, 
merely substituting the name of Andrew 
Jackson Borden for Abby Durfee Borden and 
ten mortal wounds instead of twenty. There 
is a third indictment which was kept a secret 
as the party indicted is not in custody. The 
jury made no public report in court. it filed 
in, handed its paper to the court, and was then 
dismissed and disappeared in the region of the 
Treasurer’s Office for payment. 

District Attorney Knowlton will neither 
admit nor deny that the third indictment re- 
lates to Mr. Trickey of the late sensational 
story mattérs, but this 1s the impression at the 
Court-House.

GONGRESSMEN SEEKING WORLD'S 


FAIR PATRONAGE. 
. | . 


Director-General Davis, to Whom They 
Apply, Is Powerless to Help Them and 
They May Antagonize Needed Legisla- 
lation—Cardinal Gibbons Declares in 
Favor of Sunday Opening—Greece Ap- 
plies for Space for Antique Sculptures 
—Chief Allison Breaks Down. 


Representatives and Senators who have by 
their votes given aid to the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition are now expecting to be re- 
warded in the way of certain appointments 
of persons whose names they are sending to 
the Director-General and other officers of. the 
Exposition. : 

Unhappily for them the Directer-General is 
unable to make appointments. The matter 
of naming the hundreds of employés in Jack- 
son Park belongs to Director of Works Burn- 
ham. Unless the privilege of appointing jan- 
itors in the various buildings should be grant- 
ed Col. Davis he will be unable to make 
places for even a dozen men, not to speak of 
the 500 or 600 whose names have been sent in 
by Congressmen. 

The result of disappointing the members of 
the national government, it is expected, will 
be felt when the World’s Fair management 
goes to Congress this winter to ask for a re- 
peal of the Sunday closing clause. The Expo- 
sition has been so free from politics that an 
opportunity has not been afforded to make 
friends with politiciens in the usual way. The 
great fear now is that the law makers at Wash- 
ington, having been repeatedly snubbed so far 
as appointments are concerned, will have their 
wrath aroused to such an extent that the 
World’s Fair management will fail to get in 
the future the favorable legislation it has se- 
cured in the past.

SPACE FOR ANTIQUE SCULPTURES. 


Greece’s Application Made Rather Late— 
Demand on the Art Galleries. 

Demetrius Jannopoulo, Royal Commission- 
er of Greece for the Exposition, yesterday 
called at the office of the Department of Fine 
Arts to endeavor to secure space for an ex- 
hibit of antique sculpture which the Greek 
Government desires to make at the Exposi- 


tion, 

As June 1 was fixed as the limit of time for 
receiving upplications for space from foreign 
governments, and as immediately after that 
date all available space was assigned, it was 
not possible yesterday for Prof. Ives 
specifically to promise space for this exhibit, 
— he felt that it would be a desirable 
one and would be glad to give it space if ar- 
rangements could be made. The proposed 
exhibit consists of antique sculptures, which 
belong to the Greek Government—works 
which for the most part are not reproduced 
in any of the European museums. 

Since the complete assignment of space in 
the Art Galleries there have been negotia- 
tions to provide for the proper exhibition of 
collections from the Vatican, the Society of 
Polish Artists, the Swiss Government, the 
Brazilian Government, a retrospective exhibit 
of British art, a collection of autotype repre- 
ductions showing the historical development 
of pictorial art from the earliest time to the 
present, and this last application from Greece. 


CHIEF ALLISON WORKED TOO HARD. 


Head of the Department of Menufactures 
Succumbs to Nervous Prostration. 

Chief Allison of the Department of Manu- 
factures is seriously ill. Mr. Allison was con- 
fined yesterday to hfs bed, from what his phy- 
sicians pronounced to be nervous prostration. 
Exposition officials, while solicitous about the 
condition of the Chief of the Department of 
Manufactures, are not surprised that under 
the circumstances he has succuinbed to over- 
work. Mr. Allison is at the head of the biggest 
department of the World’s Fair. The manu- 
facturing industries of the country have made 
such a material advancement within the last 
decade that the space provided for them has 
proved apparently inadequate. It has de- 
volved upon Mr, Allison to arbitrate between 
the contesting claims of applicants for space. 
For six weeks past he has labored almost daily 
at his office from 9 o’clock in the morning 
until 12 o’clock at night. In his efforts to 
make an equitable distribution of space he has 
labored beyond the endurance of his nervous 
system. He left his office at 12 o’clozk Thurs- 
day night, and woke yesterday morning to 
find the mental strain had been too great. 
During Mr. Allison’s illness his assistant, 
—— Williams, will de in charge of the 
office.

one of the largest tanneries in the country. I bad 
done some surveying for him. He had a beauti- 
ful place at Prattville and he pro to me to 
go into the tannery business with him. 1 con- 
sented and on the next day started for Penn- 
sylvania. I found that the aware, Lackawan- 
na and Western railroad had just been completed 
and had some large tracts of hemlock timber for 
sale. 1 told Mr. Pratt what I had found, and he 
sent me back to purchase this tract. I made all 
the contracts myself, aud. returning, got from 
fifty to sixty men, and with them started the 
works, It was right out in the woods, and I cut 
down the first tree. We got * sawmill and put 
up a blacksmith’s shop, and I slept in that on a 
hed made of hemlock bark. So we went on, and 
it became the largest tannery in the country. I 
finally bought Pratt out, and afterward sold it in 
New York fora price. 

About that time the panic of 1857 came on and 
everything was very much disturbed. Money was 
almost impossible to obtain, and I thought once 
or twice that we would fail, but we did not. Rail- 
road values after this time went down very low 
and the first mortg ds of the Rutland and 
Washington railroad were selling at 10 cents on 
the dollar. I bought all the bonds at that price. 
borrowing the money to pay for them. I took 
the entire charge of this road, and learned the 
business, as I may say. I was President, Secre- 
tary. Treasurer, and Superintendent—had sole 
control—and I formed what was known as the 
Saratoga consolidation, The first road was 
sixty-two miles long. I had — drawn the 
road up and I kept the work up until finally we 
made the present Rensselaer and ratoga con- 
solidation. Meantime the bonds became 
and my stock also. 

My next road was the Cleveland and Pitts- 
burg. The stock was selling low and a friend of 
mine, who had more than he could take care of, 
came to me one 47 and said that the next day 
he must fail. He had bought but could not pay 
for it. He bought it at 60 and it was down to 4. 
I told him. I will take half what you have at 
that figure.’ He agreed tothis and was the 
way I became the owner of the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg. As soon as it was found that there was 
some one there who take care of it the 
stock went up to 120. I took the road and it was 
very successful. It d dividends from the 
start and finally I sold it out to the Pennsylvania 


road. 

I then went into the Union Pacific road. I 
met Horace Clark and Augustus Schell out West 
and they gave me so good an account of the road 
that I concluded I would buy in it. I telegraphed 
to New York an order to buy at a certain price. 
When Mr. Clark got home he was taken ill, and 
as soon as his brokers learned that his illness was 
to be fatal they sold out his stock. That broke 
the market and filled orders which I had sent at 
a price lower than Lever expected. When I got 
home I found myself the owner of a large 
amount of this property, and at once inquired 
into its condition, learned it was 
saddled with a large floating debt and that there 
were $10,000,000 of bonds coming due within a 
month. It was in rather a blue condition. The 
directors were consulti who should be the re- 
ceiver. I made up my mind that I would carry it 
through and 1 told them that if they would far- 
nish half the money to vay the debt I would far- 
nish the other half. The stock went down to 15. 
It was a large loss, but still I kept right on buy- 
ing, so when the turn came there did not seem to 
be any top to it.

HR NEW EXODUS,” HAROLD FRED- 
ERIO’S LATEST WOBK. 


His Keen Sympathies with the Oppressed 
Hebrews and His Just Indignation 
Against Their Persecutors Have Uncon- 
sciously Affected His Esti mate of the 
Russian Character—Intellectual Dull- 
ness and of the Czar’s Sub- 
jects—Notes of Other New Books. 

“The New Exodus,” by Harold Frederic. 
Only a few years ago an assiduous flirtation 
was in progress between Russia and this coun- 
try. It was considered good form to take the 
Russian side in pending international contro- 
versies, and certam journals were fond of em- 
phasizing the points of resemblance between 
the two great nations of the future. That 
phase is fortunately at an end; fortunately, 
since an unequal yoking of the most and the 
least enlightened of civilized peoples could 
not but retard the cause of progress. Of late 
years, indeed, Americans have taken an active 
part in displaying to a horror-stricken world 
the actual condition of affairs in “ Holy 
Russia. Mr. Frederio's contribution to the 
sociology of modern Russia, though less pre- 
cise and exhaustive than that which Mr. Ken- 
nan bas made, deals with a question of even 
greater significance to humanity. 

The articles which form the basis of this 
volume have already appeared in Tun Turn- 
ung. They have been greatly expanded, how- 
ever, and in their present form they are seen 
to possess an organic unity not heretofore dis- 
closed. Mr. Frederic’s keen aympathies with 
the oppressed Hebrews and his just indigna- 
tion against their persecutors have uncon- 
sciously affected his estimate of the Russian 
character. He is by no means blind to the 
Russian’s betterside, but his glance is directed 
elsewhere. As a practical American he is nat- 
urally impatient of Russian stupidity and 
shortsightedness, so. plainly revealed in this 
preposterous crsade. 

The last ceatury’s his of the Jews in Russia 
is made up of conflic tween these two im- 
8 in the childlike Slavonic brain the one to 

rive the heretic Jew into the Pale as into a ken- 
nel with kicks and stripes; the other guardedly 
to entice him out and m to extract some 
service or profit from him. Now one, now the 
other of these notions has from time to time ob- 
tain ascendency, as whim dictated or need 
compelled. occasion the two appear together, 

oked side by side, yet 9 in opposite diree- 

tions. It is to this that the Russian laws about 
the Jews owe their wild and chaotic contradic- 
tions, and their inextricable jumble of confusion 
as to what may and may not be done. . The 
childlike foolishness of it all is, I am aware, well- 
nigh incredible, The outside world can compre- 
hend neither ite gratuitous malignity nor its 
spasmodic want of system. Why suppress the 
synagogues of Narva and Kolpino and leave 
others unmolested? Why pack one man off in 
chains, without a wordof warning, and let an- 
other remain months after his time has expired? 
Why expel the t within twenty-four hours and 
take no steps whatever against the brothel keep- 
er? Why toil to fill volume after volume with a 
conflicting jumble of statutes, and then act with- 
out any warrant of law atall? There is no an- 
swer. One might as well ask why the same horse 
which shies at a piece of paper on the road will 
charge a field battery without a qualm. 

The Russians do not see thatin expelling the 
Jews they are “ cutting off their nose to spite 
their face.“ Says Mr. Frederic: “* Competent 
men of affairs, who are concerned in the Rus- 
sian trade, assure me that the existing com- 
mercial collapse is even more due to the de- 
moralization created by the Jewish expulsions 
than to the bad harvest. 

This intellectual dullness, joined as it is 
with an indolent disposition, prevents the 
Russian from achieving commercial success. 
“The commercial and industrial activity and 
prosperity of Russia are almost wholly in the 
hands of people who are vot Russian. It is 
not alone that the business of St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Kieff, and Odessa is principally con- 
ducted by people whose fathera or grand 
fathers crossed the frontier. The great an- 
nual fairs, of which that at Nijni Novgorod is 
the best known, and the mnumerable minor 
fairs at which, in true Oriental fashion, sup- 


plies and wares Aare still concen- 
trated and distributed, are alike 
dominated by everybody rather than 


the full-blooded Russian. Thesame thing is 
true outside oftrade. If a Russian landed 
proprietor stands out among his fellows as a 
successful farmer, if he secures good returns 
from his estate and gets his rents paid regu- 
larly, in nineteen cases out of twenty he has a 
German steward.“ In the jealousy aroused 
by this state of things and in the pending re- 
action against all fashions and institutions of 
other than Kussian origin Mr. Frederic finds 
a main motive of the persecutions. Indeed, 
he surmises that the turn of other non-Rus- 
sian communities will speedily arrive. The 
Jéws owe it to their nationality that they are 
the first to feel the effects of the Pan-Slavic 
upheaval, but they are being put out because 
they are not Russians, not because they are 
Jews. The expulsion ofthe other non-Rus- 
sians will follow—nay, is already in progress. 

The air is filled with ugiy suggestions as to the 
confiscation of German factories and industrial 
— r and new laws are actually coming into 

roe which will compel foreigners to choose be- 
tween naturalization and flight. The Finns are 
already under the harrow. The fact that their 
autonomy was sacredly pledged to them under 
the Grand Ducal crown never mattered for a mo- 
ment. The pledge was simply broken—snapped 
over the imperial knee like a dry twig. A hun- 

solemn promos, to which had been given 
the weight of ministerial seals and imperial sig; 
natures, were as calmly tossed on the dustheap 
when it was desired to drive the Jaws from Mos- 
cow. Good faith has no mean in Russia. No 
assurance, no pledge, no law will avail for an in- 
stant to save the German and English properties 
in Russia, once the ministerial hand is li to 
ize them. 
But if theological hatred did not inspire the 
rsecution it envenoms and sustains it. The 
orquemada of this new Inquisition is one 
Pobiedonostseff, the Procurator of the Holy 
Synod. His portrait shows a thin, straight- 
lipped, spectacled, cold, and “cruelly meek” 
face; genuinely typical in feature and expres- 
sion of the worst and saintliest kind of ecclesi- 
astical tyrant. “That he is a sincerely and 
fanatically pious man, as the Greek Church 
understands piety, seems beyond doubt. Dur- 
ing the great fast of the year he retires to the 
Sergieff Monastery and mortifies the flesh as 
vigorously as any anchorite, remaining for 
days on his knees, fasting and praying, his 
head st the stone floor.“ The movement 
of which this man is the leader is not due, in 
Mr. Frederic's opinion, to a real religious re- 
vival. Orthodoxy is fashionable because it 
is Russian. The pilgrimages to holy places 
have swollen enormously in volume and em- 
brace now a well-to-do element which under 
the last reign they never knew. If this were 
accom panied by any spiritual awakening in- 
side the church, or even an in activity 
in theological discussion, it would invite more 
respectful comment. But nothing is more 
certain than that there has been no spiritual 
or other et tga The Russian Orthodox 
Church exists solely in forms and ceremonies 
for the intelligent, and in fetiches for the un- 
intelligent. This augmented observance of 
the ceremonies, everywhere noted by oplook- 
ers, indicates merely a general consciousness 
that the church is playing a patt in this grand 
national retrograde movement.“ 

So, then, it seems that greed, envy, and 
bigotry—three of the basest passions that 
man is heir to-—haye combined their 
sinister forces against the long-suffering Jew. 
In Russia, as in many other parts of the 
world, the | e of the old prophet with 
respect to the faithful Servant — the much- 
enduring Church of Israel —is only too appli- 
cable today.

| DBAMATIO LITERATURE. 


Proportion to Their Numerical Strength 
Feminine Writers of the Present Dec- 
ade Have Produced More Good Work 
than Men in the Same Field—Miss 


Elizabeth Marbury’s Transiations and 
Adaptations—Mrs. Doremus’ Comedies, 
“ Pranks” and “The Circus Rider.” 

Up to within a very recent period it was the 
common belief that a woman was incapable 
of writing a play of any merit; that she lacked 
the two essentials—insight into human char- 
acter and motive. and the power of construc- 
tion. It has especially been charged that 
woman was lacking in the keen sense of hu- 
mor requisite for the construction of first- 
class comedy, no less than the strength to por- 
tray intense passion and heroic character. 

A few conspicuously brilliant successes in 
the dramatic line have done much to break 
down this old superstition among a few ob- 
servers, but the unthinking masses are still as 
ignorant of the prodigious amount of genius 
that is fermenting in the female mind of this 
generation and rapidly working itself to the 
surface as they are of the mineral wealth 
stored in the bowels of the earth. 

It will therefore be a surprise to them to 
learn that in proportion to their numerical 
strength the women writers of the present 
decade have produced more good plays. origi- 
nal and translated, than their sterner brothers 
in the same field of labor. 

One of the most remarkable women on the 
list is Miss Elizabeth Marbury, says the New 


Tt 


York Herald. She is remarkable no less as a 
thorough business woman than as a writer. 
Indeed, for the last few years she has given 
less attention to actual composition than to 
the revising, arranging, and staging of the 
works of others. Thus many of the dramatic 
successes of the day, although written by and 
accredited to others, owed their adaptability 
and finish to Mies Marbury’s skillful pruning 
knife. Among these may be mentioned the 
* Ball.“ Mr. Wilkinson’s Widows,“ 
“Jane,” Joseph.“ etc. 

Miss Marbury’s original work has not been 
extensive, but her play of Merry Gotham, 
one of the. cleverest, good-natured satires of 
the day, was eminently successful and pos- 
sessed such rare merit as to make us regret 
that the author is too busy with other people’s 
works to give us more of her own. 88 
Marbury’s other works have been mostly con- 
fined to one-act skits appropriate for parlor 
readings. One of these, entitled “A Strike in 
the Iron Mill,“ was read with great effect by 
Mr. George Riddle throughout the country 

upon one occasion at the White House 
during Cleveland’s admunistration. She has 
essayed two other more pretentious pieces, 
howeter, one of which, entitled Contrast, 
was produced with considerable success at the 

m Theater in this city, and another 

led “A Wild Idea,” which she wrote in

Miss Marbury was born in New York City, 
and comes of good old New England stock. 
She imbibed a taste for dramatic literature at 
a very tender age. She is one of the jolliest 
and best natured women one could wish to 

and is naturally highly esteemed by all 
her dramatists. 
Mrs. Doremus is the wife of an eminent 
ici the mother of a family, and yet 
she has found time aside from her household 
earesto write many meritorious plays. She 
was born in Newport, Ky., and belongs to 
one of the old aristocratic Southern families. 
Her taste for dramatic composition devel- 
oped early in life. and she has essayed no 
of writing. She had the usual 
and disappointments of the young 
author, especially the dramatic author, but 
was fortunate enough to possess one of those 
iron wills which would not be put down, and 
which, coupled with an energetic and cheer- 
ful temperament, brought her success in the

GEORGE W. OHILDS WRITES OF WOM- 
EN HE HAS EDUCATED. 


He Has Been Rewarded by Their Grati- 
tude, Their Aptitude, Their General Ex- 
cellence of Behavior, and Their Suc- 
coss—Advises Them to Keep Out of 
Debt, Dress Plainly, and to Be Respect- 
ful to Employers—Out of 500 Students 
Not One Has Become a Journalist. 


The recent founding of the Drexel Institute 
in Philadelphia, where Mr. Anthony J. Drexel, 
in addition to the practical benefits offered to 
boys, proposes to give an opportunity to 1,500 
girls to perfect themselves in all branches of 
art, science, and industry, has directed re- 
newed attention to the few instances in this 
country—and, for that matter, in any other— 
where provision has been made for the educa- 
tion of girls by the endowment of school or 
college. While schools and collegiate institu- 
tions are provided almost without number for 
boys, only here and there do we hear of the 
founding of a fully-eauipped college having 
for its direct aim the training and thorough 
education of girls and the fitting: them for the 
practicalities of life. 

Why this is so has always been to me a prob- 
lem. Girls, as a rule, respond more quickly 
to the fascinations of study than do boys, and 
I have always felt that they deserved as many 
chances, writes George W. Childs in the 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 

So far as my personal experiences are con- 
cerned gratitude has been the rule in almost 
every case where I have sought, by the means 
within my power, to make it possible for girls 
to acquire practical training. I have up to 
this time educated, or rather been the means 
of educating, between three and four hunared 
girls, and in every case I have been rewarded 
by their gratitude, their aptitude, their gen- 
eral excellence in behavior, and their more 
than general success in their chosen careers. 
The girls in whom I have been especially in- 
terested, and who I always feel have first 
claims upon me, are the daughters of journal- 
ists tho men and women of my own profes- 
sion are always nearest my heart. After them 
come the daughters of clergymen. Asa rule, 
the children of newspaper men are quick and 
ready to grasp opportunities, and it has there- 
fore been with particular pleasure that I have 
afforded them opportunities to help them- 
selves. 

These girls have come from almost every 
State in the Union; they have been brought 
to my notice through their friends, through 
my friends, and through strangers. One 
young girl came all the way from a small 
town in Norway to my office in Philadelphia. 

Professions Adopted by Them. 

Of these girls, strange to say, not one has 
entered the newspaper profession. There 
have been several lawyers and doctors, t.any 
teachers, artists, bookkeepers, accountants, 
vashiers, and secretaries, traimed nurses, and 
elocutionists; and several aspirants for the 
lyric and dramatic stage. 

The teachers have without exception been 
successful; so have the graduates of law and 
of medicine and of the Nurses’ Training 
School. The girls who had ambitions for pub- 
lic careers have met with only ordinary suc- 
cess; probably those trained for elocutionists 
have made the most money. The girls of 
musical and artistic capabilities huve been 
given every advantage possible in the way of 
home and foreign training. Several of them 
have been educated iu Paris, several in Ber- 
lin, others in Vienna. In the selection of 
schools and teachers there has been no gen- 
eral rule; sometimes I have selected both, at 
other times the girls or their friends have 
made the choice. In all cases only the best of 
either have been employed. For one young 
girl, who seemed especially endowed with a 
voice, Mme. Christine Nilsson was requested 
to select the teacher. The salaries received by 
these girls have averaged from $500 to several 
thousand dollars a year; one received as high 
as $5,000. All the girls have become self-su 
porting, most of them have married, and all 
(I think I am safe in saying this) have made 
good wives. All of them have deferred to my 
request that the men of their choice should be 
honest and weil able to takecare of them, and, 
so far as I know, not one of them has found 
a husband who has presumed upon his wife’s 
ability to earn money to expect her to con- 
tribute to his support. 

I became interested in these girls, and have 
given them opportunities for education, be- 
cause I have ever believed, and that conviction 
has grown with years, in the higher education 
of women. I thiak that women can do almost 
anything that men can, and I am quite sure 
that they should be given the same pay as 
men receive for the same quality of work. I 
believe in the value of training in all sorts of 
work, and I consider no woman’s education 
complete until she has mastered the prac- 
ticalities of life. | 
Some Wholesome Advice. 
My advice to the girls and women with 
whose educational progress I have in any re- 
spect heen identified has always been to keep 
out of debt, to dress plainly, to be careful in 
their behavior toward men, and as careful in 
their behavior toward women; to be respect- 
ful to their employers, and to be truthful. I 
have not scrupled to say to them that in my 
experience the most refined women nave been 
those whose tastes in matters of dress have 
been most quiet and plain, and that the work- 
ing girl should above all things avoid extrava- 
gance in dress. I have found that girlé and 
women are apt to run into debt for clothes, 
and whenever such cases have come to my 
knowledge I have proffered my assistance to- 
ward restoring their credit, upon the express 
stipulation that they should never again put a 
chain of that sort about their necks, and I 
think they have all kept their promises, 

I wish that all men of — means might 
take up this matter of providing educational 
opportunities for our girls. Nothmg can be 
more pleasant after having money than to 
spend it where it will do good, and more good 
can be done in the way of assisting self-re- 
specting girls by giving them practical help 
toward attaining, nut independence exactly, 
but the power of ceasing to be dependent 
upon an invalid father 8 or upon poor 
relatives or upon a brother who requires his 
money fer his oon needs, While there will 
always be men whuse proudest part in life is 
to protect the women who belong to them 
from contact with the world, there will also 
be others whose best life-work will result in 
little more than a provision for the daily needs 
of their families and whose days will be shad- 
owed by the thought that their deaths would 
leave their daughters unprovided for, whereas 
these daughters, if properly trained, might in- 
stead brighten their fathers’ lives not only by 
taking care of themselves but by giving them 
some of the luxuries which they have never 
been able to afford. 

Why He Helped Girls. 

It is not generosity that has made me help- 
ful in this respect to girls; it is in part selfish- 
ness. I want to see where my money goes. 
I want to know that it is circulating; that it 
is doing good. I sometimes feel that the only 
money I have is that which I have given 
away. The rest is just waiting. The money 
that I have spent upon other people has been 
that which 1 have most enjoyed. Many rich 
men have done as much, many have done 
more. I think Mr. Drexel has done the 
noblest work of all by founding his School of 
Industrial. Art. As I have rarely in my life 
seen an estate administered as I know its 
owner would have desired, I think that all 
rich men, particularly those who have no 
ildren to inherit their property, should

spend the money themselves in order 

may be able to see with their own eyes the 
good which the judicious spending of money 
— others can do. Girls always ask me 
what they can do for me in return for my 
kindness to them and my invariable reply is 
a request that they shall be helpful to other 
girls less fortunately circumstanced than 
they. I think that the help I have given 
women and girls has been productive of more 
—— than that which I have given men and
